The New York World asks whether “the worthy editor 
of the ARMy AND Navy Journat holds that Dread- 
noughts represent a productive use of capital.” This re- 
quires an explanation of the distinction between the pro- 
ductive and the unproductive use of capital, but it is not 
necessary to urge this, as we are quite prepared to admit 
that the expenditure upon Dreadnoughts is no more pro- 
ductive than the expenditure for life and fire insurance, 
for courts of law with their machinery, for the mainte- 
nance of order and the enforcement of law. Expenditure 
on the naval and military preparations are quite as pro- 
ductive as any of the forms of expenditure here indicated, 
which are designed not to produce wealth but to secure 
men in control of what they already possess. Going even 
beyond these forms of unproductive outlay expenditures 
for the public defense secure men in possession of their 
liberty and national self-respect, as well as in their con- 
trol of property. From the beginning of time the service 
of the warrior, whether otherwise productive or not, has 
been found essential to the protection of the citizen in 
pursuit of productive industries, and it will continue to be 
so, no matter what may be the further complications and 
refinements introduced into our civilization. The un- 
productive industry of the Dreadnought type of man 
would continue even were we to make ourselves inde- 
pendent of all other forms of industry not strictly pro- 
ductive in the sense in which the worthy editor of the 
World uses the term; that is, industries which create no 
wealth in the material sense. As to what constitutes 
wealth in the broadest sense of the term, economists are 
not agreed. Among other definitions is one that includes 
“weal, prosperity, well-being, happiness, joy,” as in the 
English Book of Common Prayer, where the suppliant 
asks for the King, “Grant him in health and wealth long 
to live.’ These forms of wealth may certainly be in- 
cluded in the national assets, which it is the purpose 
of the power represented by Dreadnoughts to preserve to 
us, and lacking which we should be poor, indeed, how- 
ever prolonged the extension of ciphers required to repre- 
sent our material accumulations: We might carry the 
argument even further and ask the World how our fire 
departments, or even our churches and hospitals, are to 
be included in any definition of productive industries that 
excludes the warrior. 
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The report that the administration at Washington is 
contemplating the consolidation of the two native Philip- 
pine military organizations—the Scouts and the Con- 
stabulary—is based on the belief that the maintaining 
of two separate organizations is opposed to sound prin- 
ciples of economy and efficiency. Not long ago the 
Courier of Cebu, P.1., asserted that the United States 
is paying seventy-five per cent. more per capita to main- 
tain the Scouts than the insular government expends 
on the Constabulary, although the two forces are re- 
cruited from the same sources, the military instruction 
they receive is substantially similar, while the purposes 
of their existence are virtually identical. Although the 
Scouts are mostly engaged in garrison duty, while the 
Constabulary are for the larger part used in the field for 
the suppression of brigandage, outlawry, and other like 
service, it is asserted that this distinction is purely tech- 
nical and that the two forces could exchange duties 
without any appreciable loss in effectiveness. Hereto- 
fore a stumbling-block in the way of those who have 
dreamed of consolidation has lain in the apportioning of 
the expense for maintaining this doubled-up force. Now 
it is proposed that the United States subsidize the Philip- 
pines government to the extent of several million pesos, 
or in the proportion of one million pesos, to every thou- 


sand Scouts, including ‘officers. The cost of maintaining 
the native army would thus be divided between the home 
and the insular governments. Among the advantages 
claimed for this consolidation would be an increase in 
efficiency, the combination promising to be twice as effec- 
tive as the organizations would be if by themselves. So 
the force would constitute a valuable second line of de- 
fense in ease of an invasion of the Philippines. Further- 
more, the native force would have more impressiveness in 
maintaining order, being of considerable strength and 
possessing the attributes of an army. It would be trained 
and acclimatized to tropical service, and would be offi- 
cered by men inured to hard.campaigning. This reor- 
ganized force would remain under the final jurisdiction of 
the President, through the Secretary of War, though 
under the immediate control of the Governor General. 
‘The new corps could be limited to 10,000 men, with a 
major general in command and two brigadiers as his 
deputies and assistants, all detailed from the United 
States Army, while the other officers could be appointed 
by competitive examination and commissioned by the 
Governor General. It is believed by those who favor 
this consolidation that the project will meet with the 
support of the Filipinos, who would thus be provided 
with the nucleus of an army. The leading features and 
characteristics of both the Scouts and the Constabulary 
could be retained in the new organization, and one native 
prophecy is that the scope of the Constabulary School at 
Baguio, Island of Luzon, will be broadened and that it 
will ultimately be affiliated with the Military Academy 
at West Point.

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If we are to believe a learned member of the Japanese 
Parliament, Commodore Perry, when he sailed his seven 
ships into the harbor of Yokohama, trained his guns 
really upon a religious problem, and when he opened 
the ports of Japan cleared the way for the removal of 
mischievous religious misunderstandings, the religion 
from which these sprung being not that of the natives. 
This member of Parliament is Mr. Saburo Shimada, and 
last October, under the inspiration of the visit of the 
American Battleship Fleet, he published in a Tokio paper 
a “Recollection of American Friendship,” which was 
translated into English by Henry Satoh, a Japanese gen- 
tleman whose thorough mastery of English is apparent, 
and as a brochure copies were presented to the officers 
and men of the United States fleet with the compliments 
of the author. He is not willing that Japan shall bear 
all the blame for keeping to herself before the visit of 
Commodore Perry, and says: “Japan’s old policy of ex- 
clusion was due to misunderstandings caused by the 
political ambition of some of the Roman Catholic leaders. 
The heaviest stumbling-block that lay in the path of open- 
ing the country to foreign intercourse had its origin in 
a religious problem. The principle of American trade, in 
which religion and politics are kept distinctly apart, 
by insisting on perfect freedom of faith, served to open 
a way to introducing a reform in our national policy on 
a point which had lasted more than two centuries.” Much 
has been said of the effect of Perry’s guns on the natives, 
but Mr. Shimada dwells on a more peaceful aspect of the 
relations between the famous American naval officer and 
the Japanese. He says: “During the parleys with the 
representatives of the government over the recommenda- 
tion of President Fillmore for the opening of the sea- 
ports of the country, the Commodore illustrated his points 
with object-lessons, displaying models of railways and 
telegraphs which he had brought with him. These he 
set up on the beach and showed their working to the 
astonished officials with the purpose of opening their eyes 
to the wonderful fruits of civilization. Within a little 
more than ten years after Perry’s landing the entire 
feudal system was abolished and superseded by a system 
of local administration, while the former despotism be- 
came twenty years later a constitutional monarchy. The 
commercial treaty between Japan'and the United States, 
signed in 1858, was the model for all the treaties entered 
into with England, France and the other nations, and 
Mr. Shimada speaks in high praise of the patience and 
tact with which Consul-General Townsend Harris, later 
minister resident, carried on the negotiations which cul- 
minated in the treaty. So,great was the opposition of 
the anti-foreign party in Japan that Mr. Harris’s life 
was often in danger, and his interpreter, a Hollander, 
was assassinated. This interesting little brochure thus 
hopefully concludes: “While the wonderful success of 
Perry’s mission is fresh in our memory, we look for an 
even greater result as the outcome of Admiral Sperry’s 
visit.” 





A complaint seemingly based on grounds of common 
sense comes to us relative to the effort to compel com- 
manding officers of the Army to force the emergency ra- 
tion upon their men “to the exclusion of the regular 
ration” for instruction three days in the year. We re- 
call that years ago the advisability of the compulsory 
use of the ration was threshed out by experiment and 
on paper, and the conclusions reached were unqualified 
and found expression in G.O. 157, H.Q.A., 1901, as fol- 
lows: “The emergency ration will not habitually be kept 
on hand by post commissaries in the United States.” 
The attempt to feed men upon objectionable food when 
the best is procurable is a wrong way to improve dis- 
cipline and raise the morale of the rank and file. It 
should be borne in mind that there is no instruction in 
causing men to eat food that may upset their digestive 
economy. Few will believe that the order can be con- 
scientiously carried out without the most extreme meas- 


ures of watchfulness and restraint over the men,’ re- 
strictions which, because of their very unnecessariness, 
must fret the men considerably. There is no need of 
instruction in this case because under the impelling 
force of necessity in case of war, the men would take 
to the emergency ration rather than starve. Emergency 
acts should await emergency moments. If there were 
any special difficulty in eating the ration there might 
be some excuse for this practice with it, but it savors 
too much of ordering men to put on their ponchos and 
stand out in a rain all night to learn how to wear a 
poncho. Made-up emergencies for operations that sug- 
gest themselves are not only a waste of time but are fool- 
ish. We once heard a National Guard C.O. gravely as- 
sert that it was not a bad idea to have men sleep in 
wet beds so that in the event of war they would know 
how to do it. 


Addressing the American Society of International Law 
in Washington, on April 23, Rear Admiral Sperry, 
U.S.N., discussed the recent London Declaration regard- 
ing the right of private property at sea in time of war, 
and said it “seemed probable that the practical im- 
munity of private property is not far off, since the con- 
trol of the sea is the vitally important object to which 
all other considerations. must be sacrificed, and the prin- 
cipal object of blockades will be not for the actual stop- 
page of supplies, but to close a port. If New York were 
blockaded there is no port on the Atlantic coast which 
could handle its commerce and the loss would be incal- 
culable.” The expense of building and maintaining 
fighting ships has become so large that all the great 
Powers have concentrated their expenditures on purely 
military fleets. for the control of the sea—that is, ships of 
the line of battle, and the auxiliaries which must attend 
them constantly for the purpose of scouting and furnish- 
ing supplies. Battleships cannot be dispersed to chase 
tramp steamers, he pointed out, nor can the auxiliaries 
be spared for such work. Even the search after Inilitary 
contraband is likely often to be relaxed, for the reason 
that the facilities for transit through the ports of neutral 
countries are such that the search is likely to be in vain, 
Without the declaration he believed the international 
prize court would have proved a snare and a delusion 
instead of being a safeguard of inestimable value to the 
rights and interests of neutrals and belligerents alike. 
International conventional laws make an international 
tribunal logical and necessary. Rear Admiral Stockton, 
U.S.N., retired, a delegate at the London conference, ad- 
dressed the same meeting on the naval phases of inter- 
national relations, with special reference to port block- 
ades, pursuit of vessels and contraband of war.

The law of May 11, 1908, which gave increase of pay 
to the different ranks of the Army and also conferred its 
blessings on the grades of the Marine Corps, omitted one 
grade in the latter corps, a sergeant of the Marine Corps 
notes. “The gunnery sergeants of marines were wholly 
ignored,” says our correspondent, “because the land sol- 
ciers had neglected to create a rank congruent to that 
of the sea-going gunnery sergeants. This grade has 
been left clear out of sight in the distribution of bene- 
fits. The seventy-two gunnery Sergeants are the yie- 
tims of unobservant legi$lation. While it was not the 
intention of Congress to deliberately reduce any estab- 
lished rate of pay, incidentally it has done so, and has 
not yet made good the discrepancy. The act was so 
framed that any ranks which have base rates of pay be- 
tween thirty and thirty-six dollars are not entitled to 
longevity pay for service continued subsequent to May 
11, but are obliged to remain at whatever rate they may 
have been drawing up to May 11. Therefore the gunnery 
sergeants, in addition to getfing left on first benefits, are 
also robbed of any future increase which would be their 
meager due under the old law. They must remain in 
status quo of May 10, 1908, because their base rate is 
thirty-five bones; that is, unless they go back to the rank 
of sergeant.”

The order forbidding the sale of discarded arms of 
the United States recalls the scandal created during 
the Franco-Prussian war by the indirect sale of such 
arms to the French government. At the instance of 
Senator Charles Sumner the matter was investigated by 
Congress and a long report made as to the results of that 
investigation. 
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In replying to the criticisms of his previous articles 
by Major Jay J. Morrow, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., Henry 
G. Granger, of the American Institute of Mining Engi- 
neers, a sea-level type advocate, in the New York Sun 
suggests that, as the discussion of the two types of the 
Isthmian canal in the press is becoming wearisome, Presi- 
dent Taft appoint “a commission that should be recog- 
nized as fairly constituted,” with orders to hear and 
consider all the facts and render a report in accordance 
therewith. He mentions Major William L. Sibert and 
Major Du B. Gaillard, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., for rep- 
resentatives of the administration, while William Barclay 
Parsons and William H. Burr could represent the sea- 
level side, and an uncommitted engineer, such as Mr. 
Wilgus, could be the fifth member of the commission. 
Mr. Granger is tired of the discussion, but it does not 
seem to have occurred to him that perhaps the American 
people are tired of the continuation of commissions. 
What guarantee is there that the finding of the proposed 
commission would be accepted as final by the defeated 
side? When the previous commissions were appointed 
there was no suggestion of incompetency ; on the contrary, 
the high standing and ability of the members were testi- 
fied to by experts the country over, as well as by those 
in Europe. Yet no sooner is its report given out than 
another commission is asked for. We are not sure that 
we understand Mr. Granger’s meaning when he speaks 
of a commission “fairly constituted.” It cannot be that 
he aims to imply that the President of the United States 
in appointing the previous commissions did not constitute 
them “fairly.” If there was one quality of the last com- 
mission, against whose conclusions Mr. Granger most 
vehemently inveighs, which impressed engineering ex- 
perts, it was the apparent fairness of its composition, 
and we confess to being surprised at this late day on 
being told by inference that it was not “fairly consti- 
tuted.”

Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., Chief 
Sanitary Officer at Panama, reports that in their efforts 
to overcome the mosquito plague in the Canal Zone the 
sanitary officers have been handicapped by the inefficacy 
of crude oil, which in the temperate zones brings such 
good results. In the tropics vegetation grows so rapidly 
that it makes an obstruction which prevents the crude 
oil from spreading uniformly, and thus it cannot form the 
necessary thin film over the entire surface of the body 
of water. Besides, water treated with crude oil in the 
tropics will not support fish life and other forms of life 
that eat mosquito larve. For anti-malarial work in the 
tropics it would be desirable to obtain a better larvacide 
than erude oil. A proprietary article known as “phinotas 
oil” has been used with better effect than crude oil. The 
month of February showed the lowest death rate among 
the total population of the Canal Zone of any February 
since the Americans took control. During January there 
were 1,116 men sick every day among the employees of 
the Commission, but in February the number fell to 
951, and this, too,'in face of the largest rainfall of any 
February, which afforded more favorable conditions for 
mosquito propagation. How close the watch on mosqui- 
toes is may be judged from this paragraph in the report 
of Colonel Gorgas for February: “Where there are tene 
ment houses or half a dozen ignorant laborers living in 
a small house, it is often difficult to find which person 
may have thrown a tin can or other container out into the 
grass, where in time it becomes a producer of mosquito 
life.’ We can well imagine with what summary treat- 
ment such ignorance is visited by the stern and watchful 
Army sanitarians. The work of killing off rats in Colon 
is proceeding vigorously. In the month 1,093 were de- 
spatched. Four cases of typhoid occurred in that city in 
the month, but one was contracted in the United States. 
One case of leprosy was discovered at Paraiso, and the 
victim was removed to the leper colony. 








The first class of cadets, U.S.M.A. (103 members), 
under the direction of Col. Gustav J. Fiebeger, professor 
of civil and military engineering, will proceed on May 10 
to the battlefield of Gettysburg, Pa., for instruction in 
strategy and tactics. The instructors in the department 
of engineering. viz., 1st Lieuts. William A. Mitchell, 
Laurence V. Frazier, Harold C. Fiske, Julian L. Schley 
and William D. A. Anderson, Corps of Engrs., also Capt. 
John W. Hanner, Med. Corps, and such other officers as 
may be designated by this office, will accompany the party. 
Lieutenant Schley will act as quartermaster. Sergt. 1st 
Class James H. Boyle, and Pvt. Lottie E. Smith, Hosp. 
Corps, will acompany the party as hospital attendants. 
The first class, under charge of Lieut. Col. Colden L’H. 
Ruggles, professor of ordnance and science of gunnery, 
will proceed to Sandy Hook Proving Ground and Fort 
Hancock, N.J., on Friday, May 21, for the purpose of 
inspecting guns and carriages and witnessing the gun 
firings. The class will leave West Point on the 6:23 a.m. 
train, returning on the train due at 7:49 p.m. The in- 
structors in the department of ordnance and science of 
gunnery will accompany the party.

Through the courtesy of Gen. Bird W. Spencer, LS. 
AP., of New Jersey, the fine range at Sea Girt has been 
placed at the disposal of the National Rifle Association 
for the outdoor intercollegiate rifle contest, which will 
be held June 19. It is understood there will be more 
colleges and universities represented than ever before, 
which is largely due to the increased interest following 
the indoor intercollegiate shoot which was completed re- 
cently. Capt. W. C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., who will be cap- 
tain of the Marine Corps team in the next National Rifle 
Match, will have his team at Sea Girt in June, and has 
offered the services of his markers and scorers, and of 
his officers as range officers, for the intercollegiate match 
The match will be shot at 200, 300 and 500 yards, with 
two sighting shots and ten shots for record per man, six 
men to a team. Any military rifle and any ammunition 
may be used. Competitors shall be in full academic 
standing in the undergraduate years of the institution 
represented. The trophy goes to the institution repre- 
sented by the winning team, to be held for one year. 





Gen. Horace Porter turns up as a sort of Trojan horse 
in the camp of the New York Peace Society. He was 


unanimously elected vice-president of the society, when a 
member named Malloy, more vigilant than his fellows, 
asked “whether the Gen. Horace Porter who has just been 
elected a vice-president of this society is the same Gen, 
Horace Porter who is president of the Navy League?” 
“1 believe he is,” said Dean Kirchwey. “So I thought, 


said Mr. Malloy triumphantly. “It seems to me thor- 
oughly inconsistent for a man to hold office in both of 
these societies when the very raison d’étre of each is the 
determination to defeat the plans of the other.” “I am 
sure that General Porter is a sincere advocate of peace,” 
said the president soothingly. “Perhaps he is,” retorted 
Mr. Malloy, “but that doesn’t alter the fact that under 
existing circumstances it is ridiculous for him to hold 
office in this society.” “You really can’t do anything 
about it now,” remarked the Dean, “because the society 
has just elected him by a unanimous vote, and there is 
nothing in our constitution which renders him ineligible.” 
“Never mind,” said the president, as Mr. Malloy sat 
down. “Possibly the ameliorating effect of association 
with us may induce him to stop his nefarious practices.” 
Perhaps if General Porter had been present he would 
have been able to explain ‘that his activities as president 
of the Navy League are not so extensive as to bring him 
under the suspicion even of those in whose incongruous 
company he finds himself.

At the annual dinner in the Hotel Astor of the Metho- 
dist Union of New York city, on April 26, Rev. Charles 
M. Charlton, who was chaplain of the battleship Georgia 
on the world cruise of the fleet, said that 16,000 picked: 
college men could not have deported themselves more 
creditably than did the sailors of the ships under Rear 
Admiral Sperry. He said that the Navy needs more 
chaplains and asked the co-operation of the Methodist 
Union in providing the increase. He told of being on 
duty on a small cruiser which had among her enlisted 
men twenty-two college graduates, one son of a bishop. 
and several who were sons of lawyers, physicians and 
clergymen. President Frederick E. Trask asked the chap- 
lain whether he considered the Navy an agency for peace 
or war. Dr. Charlton replied that he could not answer 
that question officially, but he felt that the “sending of 
these 16,000 men of the Navy around the world was one 
of the greatest works of peace. The men gave an ex- 
hibition of sobriety, honesty and gentlemanly conduct 
that cannot be too highly commended.” 











Spurred on by the fine coaling record made by the 
U.S.S. St. Louis recently, the Milwaukee at Seattle, 
Wash., April 21, took on board 1,500.7 tons in nine and 
one-half hours. A total of 218 men, including those who 
weighed and tallied the coal, took part in the task. The 
average taken aboard per hour was 158 tons, and_the 
best record made for one hour was 208 tons. The Mil- 
waukee men now lay claim to the best record in the 
Navy. The cruiser St. Louis took on 1,500 tons of coal 
in fourteen and a half hours while lying alongside her 
pier at Bremerton, a few days since. This record is all 
the more remarkable when the fact is considered that the 
St. Louis is in reserve and carries only one-third her 
full complement of men. The number of men who took 
part in the coaling the other day ws 177. This is at the 
rate of .78 ton per man per hour, or about nine tons 
per man.

The New York Senate has passed a state pension bill 
granting $6 a month to all soldiers who served in New 
York state organizations in the Civil War for a period 
of ninety days or more. To provide the money, the 
state is to bond itself for two millions of dollars. If 
the Assembly concurs this provision necessitates a popu- 
lar vote at next fall’s election, as the bill provides for 
submitting the pension scheme to the approval of the 
people before it becomes a law. It provides for a pen- 
sion commissioner, with a salary of $4,000 a year and 
a necessary clerical force. Rank is not to be consid- 
ered, the pension being alike for all, officers and men.

THE QUESTION OF BIG SHIPS. 

There was an interesting and instructive discussion of 
the question of big ships at the forty-ninth annual meet- 
ing of the Institution of Naval Architects, held in Lon- 
don, March 31. It centered around a paper read by Lord 
Brassey on “Types of Warships Omitted in Recent Pro- 
grams of Naval Construction.” Referring to “the enor- 
mous waste on many ill-designed vessels which have been 
built for the British navy,” Lord Brassey expressed his 
doubts as to the value of unanimity of professional opin- 
ion in relation to construction. Unanimity has been 
reached, not as the result of independent investigation, 
but by imitation of British designs. The needs of every 
country differ, while their constructors built types al- 
most identical. Types beside the Dreadnought are of 
great value for the line of battle. Among those who in- 
sist on the objections to continual increase of dimensions 
is Captain Mahan. The main instrument is the gun 
and its concentrated fire. Heavy armaments in single 
ships reduce numbers and interfere with desirable tacti- 
cal dispersion. Sir Reginald Custance, in his chapter 
on the battle of 'sushima, shows how “the fire of sixty- 
three guns was concentrated on the leading ships of the 
Russian line. Shells rained on their decks. They were 
enveloped in a sheet of flame. The great principle of 
dispersing the guns to concentrate their fire was empha- 
sized and confirmed.” With increase of dimensions we 
have not secured invulnerability. It is not possible to 
protect the whole area of side above water with impene- 
trable armor. In the war in the Far East the mine was 
a deadly weapon. 

The armored cruisers, which cost as much per ton as 
battleships, have disappeared from the latest programs of 
construction. Equal in dimensions and in cost, with a 
slight inferiority in armament and armor, but with a 
steaming power equal to twenty-five knots at sea, the 
four ships of the Invincible type and the Indefatigable 
should certainly be included in the Dreadnought class in 
any comparison of naval strength. British appropriations 
for cruiser construction have not been approached under 
any other naval administration. In the view of many na- 
val authorities, it would have been well to spend less 
on armored cruisers and more on battleships. The large 
protected cruisers are the least effective of all the ships 
on the British Navy List. It is a waste of public money 
to keep such ships as the Powerful and Terrible in com- 
mission. ‘They carry large crews. They are too vulner- 
able to be reckoned as fighting ships. The Dreadnoughts 
are essentially ships for the open seas—beyond the range 
of the torpedo, and free from the danger of the floating 
mine, a he gun is a useless weapon against an invisible 
foe. Naval experience and professional skill should now 
be directed to the creation of a type specially designed for 
the inshore squadron. The Monitor, the armored ram, as 
designed by Admiral Ammen, U.S.N., and the protected 
torpedo vessel, as exemplified in England’s Polyphemus, 
are types of a past era, but which might still be found 
effective in modern warfare. Such in brief are the views 
expressed by Lord Brassey. 

Admiral Fitz Gerald called attention to the secrecy at- 
tending the building of the Dreadnought, saying: “There 
were naval officers who did not approve of the Dread- 
nought design, and who did not approve of her arma- 
ments, and it was permissible to think that if her design 
had been discussed by the Institute it would have been 
different. With regard to small ships, he was not abso- 
lutely in agreement with Lord Brassey, who wanted ships 
of moderate dimensions. He had never been able to 
find out what moderate dimensions were. The moderate 
dimensions of one day were the small ships of the next. 
He could not see what use they had for ships of an inshore 
squadron, saying: “Just imagine a number of Monitors 
dotted round their nearly 2,000 miles of coast. They 
were slower than possible attacking ships, and could not 
catch them. ‘The attacking ships would come where they 
were not stationed. This idea of the defensive seemed 
to him to be totally wrong. The defensive could only 
be carried out by the offensive—by seeking out the ene- 
mies’ ships and destroying them. To spend money in 
putting small ships round the coast was wrong strategy, 
although it might be all right for countries with only 
one or two small openings to the sea.” This was Nelson‘s 
plan. It was the plan of all the great commanders who 
led England to victory and of the most successful sea- 
fighters in the history of the American Navy. 

As to the age limit of ships. Sir William White, who 
presided, said: “It was useful for program purposes to 
say that a cruiser or battleship should be considered out 
of age when she was twenty years old. But that did 
not mean that because they built another ship that ves- 
sel of twenty years of age should disappear. It so hap- 
pened that two ships he designed and built for the Jap- 
anese in 1884 destroyed the Russian cruiser Rurik in 
1904 or 1905. They should not have done it, of course; 
they ought to have been non-existent. In all military 
matters they must have two qualities at the disposal of 
the commander. The first was the power of concentra- 
tion, and the other the power of distribution. They must 
have numbers, and they might have concentration in other 
ways than by extraordinary individual powers. In mod- 
ern times the concentration of gunfire upon a particular 
object could be obtained, owing to the long range of the 
guns from a number of ships lying at a great distance 
from the object attacked. That was the new condition 
of modern gunnery.”

BRITISH VIEWS OF GRANT. 


The belief that General Grant in his campaign against 
General Lee deliberately adopted the policy of a checker 
player and gave “two men for one,” as the only means of 
mastering Lee, is held hy many persons more or less in- 
formed in military matters, but we scarcely expected 
to find it entertained by so distinguished a soldier as 
Lieut. Gen. F. H. Tyrrell, of the British army; yet in 
the latter's recent account of the siege of Candia, in the 
Journal of the Royal United Service Institution, he says 
of the ‘Turkish commander: “Ahmad Kuprili, though a 
brave soldier, was not a skillful commander. He re- 
solved to win Candia by the same tactics by which Gen- 
eral Grant in our time won Richmond, viz., by giving two 
or even three lives of his own men for one of the 
enemy’s.” This was never the policy of Grant. Attack- 
ing an enemy operating on interior lines and on the de- 
fensive, it was to be expected that Grant’s losses would 
be greater than Lee’s. The policy of Grant was to keep 
“eternally at it.” He recognized the error of his prede- 
cessors in giving the Confederates breathing spells. His 
famous “I will fight it out on this line if it takes all 
summer” was a correct statement of his tactics, and 
sounded the doom of the Confederacy. In Church’s “Life 
of Grant” figures are given which should for all] time dis- 
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prove the assertion that General Grant was ‘a “butcher.” 
"Phe official records show that, though he pursued an offen- 
sive campaign, never falling back, he lost fewer men in 
battle than his predecessors in command of the Army 
of the Potomac during the same number of months of 
active operations. ‘The period covered by the various 
field operations. in which McClellan, Hooker, Burnside, 
‘Pope and Meade were engaged in Virginia, was about 
the same as the eight months within which Grant’s fight- 
ing was composed and their battle casualties were greater 
‘than his. 

One of the most candid and well-considered estimates 
of General U. S. Grant is found in a book published by 
Hugh Rees, London, entitled “Grant’s Campaigns of 
1864 and 1865: the Wilderness and Cold Harbor (May 
3-June 3. 1864).” Its author is C. F. Atkinson, lieuten- 
ant, Ist Battalion, City of London (Royal Fusiliers). He 
gives a clear, intelligent and instructive account of the 
tnilitary happenings of that eventful week of war in Vir- 
ginia, the prelude to the final catastrophe which over- 
took the Confederacy in the ten months following. Grant 
is deseribed by this writer as “a simple, quiet, unostenta- 

- tious and lovable character, which was entirely under 
the control of a tremendous will-power,” not seeking 
“to create an ideal beyond the facts,” but “to shape facts 
in accordance with the ideal.” Unlike others who fought 
only from time to time, Grant’s habit of mind was to 
‘fight. In respect of the particular need called the Civil 
War. Grant is nothing less than heroic. We are told 
that his “ ‘overland’ campaign from the Rapidan to the 
James is so obviously a necessity of the situation as to 
need none of the apologies that have been made for it.” 
"There was one cardinal mistake in Grant’s leadership, 
this eritic tells us, and that was in his half-conscious 
feeling that the Army of the Potomac eould not be de- 
pended upon to fight to the “top of its bent.” In the 
sense of the mere achievement of something which ‘it 
was to the enemy’s interest to prevent, the Wilderness, in 
the opinion of Lieutenant Atkinson, was “an undeniable 
Union victory.” The Union Army lost about 18,000, and 
Te’s losses could not have been much less, for he fought 
in the open. The losses of Lee from the Rapidan to Rich- 
mond are estimated at 31,800, or forty-six per cent. of his 
“priceless veterans.” Grant’s loss of about 50,000 was 
“not more than forty-one per cent. of the army that 
‘crossed the Rapidan on May 4.” , : 

The American volunteer is described by Lieutenant 
Atkinson as possessing “keen wits, self-reliance and 
adaptability.” A good individual fighter, and a fighter 
‘because “extraordinary circumstances cause to vibrate 
certain brain-cells that are ordinarily unused.” Of the 
officers “the great majority managed to sustain with credit 
posts which in Europe are normally held by selected offi- 
cers of thirty years’ service. The initial and obvious 
disadvantages of extreme individuality in the men were 
compensated for by their readiness to set aside personal 
considerations.” “It is no longer seriously claimed, 
we-are told, “that there was any notable difference be- 
tween the parties (North and South) in the supremely 
important instincts of fighting and self-sacrifice. The 
Northern soldier was less religious and more modern than 
the Southern. As to the officers who came from the old 
army, “the habit of command inculeated into captains 
and subalterns at lonely frontier posts, and obscure ex- 
peditions against Indians, proved of inestimable value to 
the Union cause,” but the subaltern, when opposed to his 
former chief on the field of battie, could not easily shake 
off his habit of deferring instinctively to the authority of 
the field officers. p r 

The Federal Artillery was admittedly superior through- 
out the war, but found practically no scope for its poten- 
tia] activity. As to the infantry, “Upton’s attack on the 
Dloody Angle at Spottsylvania is the model for all time 
of what a decisive attack should be in spirit.” Sheri- 
dan’s Valley Campaign is described as “an excellent ex- 
ample of the interplay of all parts of strategic art.

TIE ENGINBER SCHOOL. 

Major R. R. Raymond, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and 
instructor of civil engineering at the Engineer School, wri- 
ting in the April-June number of the Professional 
Memoirs, Engineer Bureau, says it is a curious fact that 
“outside the Engineering Department very little is known 
about the Engineer School.” Even its existence is un- 
known to many in high places, while “not a few whose 
duties should require them to possess an intimate knowl- 
edge of its organization and work have little more than 
a vague impression that it is a minor branch of the War 
Cédllege, or possibly that the latter is a branch of the 
Engineer School.” As a matter of fact, their purposes 
are widely different, as he makes clear, The general pub- 
lic ignorance on this subject, he dryly remarks, is un- 
deubtedly due to the habit acquired by government engi- 
neers of doing their duty to the best of their ability and 
then hiding the results deep in dusty and unattractive 
volumes of dry reports. “Just as a man is blissfully 
unconscious of the existence of his digestive apparatus 
until it fails to work properly, and then suddenly develops 
an intense interest therein, so the country has been taught 
to accept the engineers of the War Department, both civil 
and military, as a part of the established order of things, 
and is prone to forget and overtax them until trouble 
results. Quoting from William Duane’s Military Dic- 
tionary. published in Philadelphia in 1810, Major Ray- 
mond shows that in 1800 the report of the Secretary of 
War was laid before Congress, recommending the estab- 
lishment of a military academy, to be divided into four 
departments: a fundamental school, a school of artiller- 
ists, engineers and a school of cavalry. Nothing came of 
this report, but in 1802 a law was passed providing that 
a corps of engineers be established and stationed at W est 
Point, and that it “should constitute a military academy. 

For more than half a century the Academy remained 
what it was originally, an engineer school. The engineer 
superintendents of the Academy sacrificed the special needs 
of engineering in order to obtain the greatest good to the 
Army, and developed the Academy along the lines of a 
fundamental school. So immediately after the Civil War 
it was discovered that the Academy had become more 
a fundamental school cf the Army than a school for 
engineers, and consequently there was established quietly 
at Willets Point, N.Y. (now Fort Totten), a new school 
which was not created by specific legislation nor even 
recognized officially until 1885. The name of The En- 
gineer School of Application has since then been short- 
ened ta the more appropriate name, Engineer School. 
After the lapse of a century the school has finally 
been placed at Washington. A corps of military en- 
gineers, says Major Raymond, to be educated in time 
of peace so as to be available in time of war, must be 
-continuously maintained, and the employment of the 
corps upon the improvements of rivers, harbors, canals 
and-lighthouses has afforded it such valuable experience 
in organizing and administering extensive engineering 
operations that, in addition to insuring economy in the 





disbursement of the vast sums appropriated for such 
civil works, the value of the corps for extensive opera- 
tions of military engineering has been actually enhanced. 
These considerations demand that the military engineer 
in this country shall be thoroughly educated in the vari- 
ous branches of the art of the civil engineer; and this 
duty_also devolves upon the Engineer School. At present 
the Engineer School consists of three departments—civil 
engineering military engineering, and electrical and me- 
chanical engineering. The Engineer School is not de- 
voted exclusively to the education of commissioned offi- 
cers. There is a trades school established at the Engi- 
neer School in which the men are trained in carpentry, 
blacksmithing, plumbing and pipe fitting, masonry, 
draughting, electrical work, photography, and map repro- 
duction. This branch of the school Major Raymond 
promises to describe in a future paper. Improvement 
of Inland Rivers is the subject of another article by 
Major W. W. Harts, Corps of Engrs. It is copiously 
illustrated with photographs of the work being done, 
among othep places, on the Tennessee and Cumberland 
rivers.

DEMOCRACY IN THE ARMY. 

The Daily Oklahoma made the issue of G.O. 54, W.D., 
with reference to officers’ clubs, the text for an article 
on what it was pleased to term “the efforts of the West 
Point men in the Army to keep out of their organization 
men who have come up from the ranks.” Capt. Warren 
Dean, 15th Cav., U.S.A., has written a reply, which ap- 
pears in the Oklahoman of April 11. In this he ex- 
plains that he writes because, being himself a civil ap- 
pointee, he has been asked many times questions that in- 
dicate a complete and deplorable misunderstanding among 
civilians regarding the status of non-graduates in the 
Army. Explaining the system of Army messing, Captain 
Dean says: 





“At every, or nearly every, post and garrison in the 
United States there is a building set apart for the use 
of the officers as a club or mess. The officers of the post 
constitute the members of the club, and qualify upon the 
payment of a small initiation fee, usually $10. Whether 
or not the officer joins is optional with him, but he is 
eligible for membership as soon as he becomes a member 
of the garrison, and does not forfeit his membership by 
change of station, regaining his same status as an active 
member of the club as soon as he again becomes sta- 
tioned at that post. There is, in addition to the officers’ 
club, sometimes an officers’ mess. Mixed garrisons in the 
United States, consisting of the several branches of the 
Service, are numerous. There is a natural tendency for 
the officers of some particular branch to band together 
and form a mess where affairs concerning their own par- 
ticular line of work would be interesting and familiar to 
all, It would be obviously unfair to give to any particu- 
lar branch of the Service the exclusive use of the club 
building, and there are not enough sets of quarters to 
accommodate three or more messes in any one garrison. 
Hence the promulgation of G.O. 54, which restricts the 
organization of messes to the private quarters of its mem- 
bers. When messes are established in this way the very 
best feeling exists between them and they vie with each 
other in their efforts to entertain. It is a very common 
thing for the Infantry mess to give a smoker to the Cav- 
alry and Artillery on Monday, and the Cavalry to give 
ene to the Infantry and Artillery on Tuesday. 

“Members of these messes may be from West Point, 
appointed from civil life or from the ranks. They may 
be all from the latter, or they may be all from the former, 
but every officer belonging to the garrison is eligible to 
join the mess pertaining to his particular branch of the 
Service. To say that any discrimination is made on ac- 
count of their coming into the Service through either 
channel is untrue, and without the least foundation in 
fact. There is no more democratic institution in the 
world than the U.S. Army. <A man in it takes his own 
position. There is no distinguishing feature in his dress 
that marks either his education or breeding. If he is in- 
telligent and acts like a gentleman he is accepted as 
such, whether he be a graduate of the Academy, from 
the ranks, or is given a commission ‘from civil life. 

“Four years’ training at West Point generally qualifies 
a man for the position of an officer or else eliminates 
him as a possibility—yet this is a rule that is proven 
by many exceptions, as the records of-our courts-martial 
and desertions from the Service show. On the other 
hand, many of our best and most distinguished officers 
have never seen West Point, and these officers are as 
much respected and admired and emulated by graduates 
as by others. The saying that ‘water finds its own level’ 
is nowhere so thoroughly demonstrated as in our U.S. 
Army. There is ne place in it for eads. 

“There is no institution in the world that has turned 
out men of a higher standard of honor or efficiency in 
their line than the U.S. Military Academy. Being a 
graduate of that institution stamps a man at the out- 
set as one in whom must be a lot of what is termed the 
‘right stuff’: yet no one is sized up so critically or made 
to toe the mark so thoroughly by his superiors, be they 
graduates or otherwise. than the ‘youngster’ during the 
process of his reconstruction from a cadet of the first 
class to a real officer. He is supposed to know more than 
his civilian brother, because it is assumed that he has the 
groundwork, and he gets it from all sides until he either 
makes good or is relegated to the mediocre class from 
which not much is expected. And he is relegated to this 
class with a great deal less patience and forbearance than 
the officer who comes in from civil life or from the ranks.” 

The editorial in the Oklahoman to which Captain Dean 
replies is a precious specimen of “journalism.” It reads 
as follows: 

General Bell has recently issued an order directing that 
“exclusive’ clubs, which do not extend membership to all fel- 
low post officers, shall not be allowed the privilege of gov- 
ernment buildings at army posts. This order, as an official 
ruling of the War Department, is expected to put an end to 
the efforts of West Point men in the Army to keep out of their 
organizations men who have come up from the ranks. This 
serves also as another reminder that West Point long since out- 
grew its real usefulness in its present capacity and is for the 
most part graduating social cads instead of military men. There 
should be a number of military schools throughout the country, 
and they should be open to men coming from the ranks; 
somewhat in the nature of preparatory schools for the finish- 
ing courses for officers at West Point. West Point, as it has 
been conducted for years, has been building up an Army aris- 
tocracy that is calculated in time to seriously impair the . effi- 
cieney of the Service. It has already made it next to impos- 


sible for a man to rise. in rank from merit alone. This is 
a democratic country.

PLAN TO ENCOURAGE CHURCH ATTENDANCE. 


In a speech at Fort Walla Walla, on the occasion of the 
farewell to Troop D, 14th Cav., departing for Monterey, 
Cal., the chaplain of the regiment, Rev. Francis P. Joyce, 
broached a plan he has for encouraging the ‘attendance 
on religious exercises by making such attendance apply to 
a shortening of their terms of enlistment or probably 
merit for promotion. In a letter explaining his plan the 
worthy chaplain says: “I would recommend a denomi- 
national service in the morning, and a non-denomina- 
tional service in the evening on Sunday, and a man 
be recognized in some manner to be decided by the staff.” 
In the Articles of War, Art. 52, “it is earnestly recom- 
mended to all, officers. and men diligently to attend divine 
service. This ‘is quite as far as the Government should 
xo. ‘To do more would violate the spirit of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, which prohibits interfer- 
ence with the. free exercise of religion. A soldier would 
certainly be interfered with in this respect if he were 
forced to adopt his chaplain’s views as to his attendance 
or non-attendance upon religious services. We would 
Suggest the adoption of the more persuasive method of 
making religious exercises so interesting or instructive 
that attendance upon them would be in this sense com- 
pulsory. In the speech referred to the chaplain said: 

“To-day in the Army, when we know it is impossible to 
require soldiers to attend divine service, when we know that 
atheism, that skepticism and agnosticism everywhere prevail 
throughout the rank and file, must we not conclude that re- 
ligion alone has never enlisted and that there must be some- 
thing mongrel in our descent from those veteran forces whose 
gallant commander sometimes went aside to pray. Faith is a 
jewel that every man should cherish, even as the maiden prizes 
her virginity, but how long will faith endure amid environment 
where licentiousness and infidelity march side by side and con- 
verse in language something more than profane? I speak on 
behalf of your Christian fathers and mothers, that you may 
awaken to some sort of ‘religious obligation. I speak to you 
who are Catholics, to assist me in an endeavor so long re- 
garded as a lost forgotten cause. I speak in appeal for the 
dignity of the trumpet blast that sounds the forlern chureh 
calls for some legislation whose inducements may lead the en- 
listed man toward God. Would that our legislators could 
realize that present conditions take off the tariff in hell upon 
a soldier's soul; would to God that every man in this com- 
mand could keep before his mind a picture of the Apostate 
Julian, when dying upon the field of battle, he threw a handful 
of his blood toward heaven and uttered the famous blasphemy 
‘Thou hast conquered, O Galilean.’ The sort of death that 
every Regular should lament, because he wears a uniform made 
sacred by the genius, the patriotism, the faith of Washington.” 








MEN WE ARE WATCHING. 

In the last of its series of articles entitled “Men We 
Are Watching” The Independent includes the President’s 
private secretary, Fred Warner Carpenter, and Brig. Gen. 
William W. Wotherspoon, president of the War College. 
Carpenter, we are told, is a bachelor, boyish looking in 
spite of solemnity of feature and dignity of demeanor. 
We is slender and not over tall, with a smooth-shaven 


face that is narrow and long, topped by thick brown 
hair and heavy brows over unusually large, dark eyes 
that have a way of looking directly into the heart’ of 
things and seeing all that is worth seeing instantly. 
Ile has a “dominant nose on the order of intellect,” and 
a mouth that can close in a manner. indicative of the 
end. His voice is low. His words are deliberately 
spoken. There is never the appearance of haste aboit 
him, but in his quiet way he is a marvel of executiob. 
Few men turn off the amount of work which Carpenter 
Performs. Jlis mildness is sometimes misleading, but it 
saves time to take his gentle assurances as final and 
sufficient. very one likes Carpenter, and will like him 
better.with time. 

“General Wotherspoon is 4 small man, admirably put 
together; athletic, energetic; nervously quick in every 
motion—especially in the motion of his keen, clear eyes; 
with a stern face, sendy hair—what there is left of it— 
heavy brows, and a fierce, sandy mustache. He is an 
ideal seldier—every inch of it—but wait till the quick 
smile, which is always ready for action, lights up - his 
face; feel the warm clasp of his hand: catch the cordial 
greeting in his deep voice, and you realize a man is ideal 
as the soldier. Possibly for the retention of civil sym- 
pathies the General is somewhat indebted to his wife, 
who is among the most charming and admired of Wash- 
ington’s social battalion.. When he was twenty-three he 
left the sea (a master’s mate in the Navy) to begin his 
career in the Army, under the commission from President 
Grant. For a long time he was fighting Indians, moving 
westward as civilization crept up to the posts, and later 
in the Philippines, where he served for four years. His 
varied experiences, aided by inherent human sympathies, 
render him a signally appropriate selection for the pres- 
ideney of the War College, in which office and as mem- 
ber of the General Staff he -will play an important part 
in the gigantic task of reorganizing the Army, which for 
some time has oceupied the attention of the department.” 
We are further told that the Army War College has 
srown and developed with astounding strides, and for 
what it is to-day, and promises to be in the near future, 
we are indebted to Brig. Gen. William W. Wotherspoon, 
the president of the college. Tle is so reserved and unob- 
trusive that one must hunt to find it out, but he is one 
of the hest equipped, best respected, and most influential 
officers in the U.S. Army.” 





MOSS'S OFFICERS’ MANUAL. 


The third edition of the “Officers’ Manual,” by Capt. 
James A. Moss, 24th Inf.. U.S.A., contains thirty-two 
chapters, being ten more than the second edition. Much 
of this new matter is practical information that cannot 
be found elsewhere. For example, the table of weights 
of articles that are usually taken into the field; an alpha- 
betical price list of all articles that may ever be charged 
against a soldier on the pay rolls: returning from the 
Philippines via the Eastern route. The index is believed 
to be one of the best ever published. An additional fea- 
ture is the supplement, which keeps the Manual posted so 
that it never becomes obsolete. . 

Generally speaking, the contents are of a twofold_na- 
ture: Information regarding “Customs of the Service” 
und the experience of officers in various positions, which 
cannot be found elsewhere; second, an infinite amount of 
information of a practical nature, labor-saving devices, 
handy tables and other ingenious aids. Nearly all in- 
formation in the book is presented in the concrete, and 
every case that is at all likely to occur is covered: The 
use’ of the “Officers’ Manual” will reduce materially the 
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amount of paper-work in the Army. For example, it is 
not at all likely that an officer who is rendering engineer 
property returns for the first time, after having read Par. 
94, page 56, of the supplement, will fail to comply with 
A.R. 669—a mistake that is made in about seventy-five 
out of every hundred cases. Nor is it very likely that 
the officer who has ever read Par. C, page 221, will ever 
forward a communication without an expression of opin- 
ion thereon. ; 

The sins of the beginner are usually sins of omission, 
not commission. He fails to do what is required of him 
because he does not know what is required. He would 
escape much mortification by availing himself through 
the medium of this book of the accumulated experience of 
others. Plautus says: “He gains wisdom in a happy 
way who gains it by another's experience,” and Maurice 
tells us that “No man’s persona] experience can be so 
valuable as the compared and collated experiences of 
many men,” and although we have almost without num- 
ber books on the art of war that enable us to learn from 
the experiences of others the large features of the pro- 
fession of arms, the “Officers’ Manual” is the first book 
we have seen that gives the compared and collated experi- 
ence of a number of officers in the minor, though never- 
theless important, duties of the military profession. 
The National Guard, Philippine Scouts and the Philip- 
pines Constabulary will here learn how the very things 
they want to know are done in the Regular Army. 

The first edition of 1,500 copies of the Manual lasted 
four months and the second edition of 3,500 copies about 
one year. It has been officially adopted by the National 
Guard in twenty-five states and territories. General 
Wolseley’s ‘Soldiers’ Pocket Book,” which is intended 
for the information of the British soldier, gives but little 
of the sort of information found in this volume and what 
little there is, is not available for our Service. 2 

The U.S. Cavalry Association, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
is the general agent for the United States, and the post 
exchange, Fort William McKinley, P.I., is the general 
agent for the Philippines.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

Are night*marching and night attacks receiving requi- 
site attention? According to the report on the Man- 
churian War of Major W. V. Judson, Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., “the difficulties formerly encountered in con- 
nection with night attacks may be overcome with prac- 
tice.” He also says that “troops should be trained with 
great care in night marching and night attack,” and that 
“drill regulations should treat especially of methods and 
formations for conducting such operations.” This is 
one of many interesting quotations found in the excellent 
book on “Applied Principles of Field Fortifications for 
Line Officers,” by Capt. J. A. Woodruff, Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., which has been adopted by direction of the com- 
mandant for use in the Army Service schools at Fort 
Leavenworth. The chapters treat of general principles, 
tactical organization of infantry in defense, tactical em- 
ployment of artillery in defense, design of infantry works, 
artillery positions, auxiliary means of defense, strength 
of garrison, defense of small isolated posts occupied by 
detachments, fortifications on the defensive, calculation 
of time and men required to execute defensive works, 
field problems in fortification. The author acknowledges 
assistance from Capt. Edwin T. Cole, 6th Inf.; Capt. 
Cc. O. Sherrill, Corps of Engrs., and Lieut. G. C. Marshall, 
24th Inf.: also to Sergt. John Howry, 1st Batin. of 
Engrs., for the preparation of the plates. In a_ book 
of fewer than 150 pages one might expect to find an in- 
dex omitted, but Captain Woodruff has added that im- 
portant detail. In the early pages the author says that 
“it is the history of all modern wars that men do not 
take kindly to the spade, and it is only through bitter 
experience that they learn the value of intrenchments.” 
This terse remark by Major Carl Reichmann, the Ameri- 
can military observer with the Russian army in Man- 
churia, is quoted: “It may be truthfully said of the 
Russians, and probably of the Japanese also, that when 
they did not march or fight they dug.” If any fault is 
to be found with so well arranged a volume, it may be 
laid at the door of absorption in thought to the over- 
looking of some such defects as the too frequent splitting 
of the infinitive, toward which the world is becoming 
increasingly lenient, but not to the extent of tolerating 
it too often. We have noticed, especially in annual re- 
ports, a growing tendency to split the infinitive, which, 
while leaving nothing to be desired in the way of ac- 
curacy of expression, gives an awkward twist to many 
phrases. The general agent for the publication is the 
U.S. Cavalry Association, Fort Leavenworth, Kas. 

Percy Bordwell, Ph.D., LL.B., professor of constitu- 
tional law in the University of Missouri, has given us an 
octavo volume, published by Callaghan & Company. Chi- 
eago, on “The Law of War between Belligerents, a His- 
tory and Commentary.” The author reserves the subject 
of the law of war as affecting neutrals and the amicable 
means of settling international disputes to be considered 
in two volumes yet to come. Particular emphasis is laid 
on the military, as distinguished from the civil side of the 
laws of war, in Part II, which, it is hoped, may be of 
use to officers of the Army and Navy as a manual. In 
the preface Gen. George B. Davis, J.A.G., U.S.A... is 
thanked for having read the manuscript. In his researches 
into the period preceding Grotius, Professor Bordwell dis- 
covers the interesting fact that the Aryan peoples showed 
humanity in war, forming a pleasing contrast to the gen- 
eral current of contemporaneous history. Military science, 
as well as humanity, has had its influence in ameliorating 
the conditions of war. The Church has also had its part in 
this good work in spite of the stain upon its record in- 
volved in such recollections as those of St. Bartholomew's 
Day and the Civil War in the Netherlands. In appen- 
dices we have the following documents reprinted: “Treat- 
ment of Russian subjects during the Russo-Japanese 
war: convention respecting the laws and customs of war 
on land: declaration prohibiting the discharge of projec- 
tiles and explosives from balloons.” 

“The Playground of Europe,” concerning which Leslie 
Stephen has written a book with the title quoted, pub- 
lished by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, is the region of the Alps. 
and the book is offered. as its author tells us, “chiefly to 
those fcllow-lunatics who love the Alps too well, not to 
pardon something to the harmless monomaniac who shares 
their passion.” It is a collection. with certain additions 
and alterations, of articles appearing in Fraser’s and the 
Cornhill? Magazines. Sixteen illustrations of the noble 





and picturesque scenery of the Alps illumine the book. 
We are in receipt of the “Provisional Regulations for 
Saber Exercise, Revised, 1908,” just issued from the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, a pocket-sized volume bound in 
imitation leather; also Series I, Volume 22, of the Ofii- 
cial Records of the Union and Confederate Navies in the 


War of the Rebellion, published under the direction of 
Secretary of the Navy Metcalf, by Mr. Charles W. Stew- 
art, Superintendent Library and Naval War Records. 
The volume covers the operations of the West Gulf Block- 
ading Squadron from Jan. 1, 1865, to Jan. 31, 1866; and 
of the Naval Forces on Western Waters, from May §&. 
1861, to April 11, 1862. It is accompanied by several 
illustrations and maps. 

“Sanitation and Sanitary Engineering” is a very useful 
volume written and published by Wm. Paul Gerhard, 
C.E., 33 Union Square, New York. It includes chapters 
on sanitary engineering; the profession and its practice ; 
the work of the sanitary engineer in time of epidemics, 
in time of war and in sudden calamities in civic life; a 
history of a half-century of sanitation, and sanitation in 
Greater New York and in Russia. It is a very complete 
and valuable treatise containing much interesting informa- 
tion illustrative of the subjects discussed. For example, the 
author says: “After the battle of Solferino, on June 24, 
1859, not less than 40,000 wounded covered the field, ly- 
ing exposed to the hot summer sun, which soon changed 
all into a mass of putrefaction and pestilence. Henry 
Dunant, a citizen of Geneva, Switzerland, witnessed these 
shocking sights a day after the battle, and described them 
in his book, ‘Un Souvenir de Solferino,’ which gave the 
first impetus to the founding of the Red Cross Society, at 
Geneva, on Oct. 26, 1 Colonel Naundorff, in his 
book, ‘Under the Red Cross,’ gives a similar vivid de- 
scription of the horrors of the Kéniggratz battlefield. It 
took, after the battle of Gravelotte, in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870-71, four days to remove the wounded 
and dead, and after the battle of Sedan it took six days 
to accomplish this.” 

“Dragon’s Blood,” by Henry Milner Rideout, illus- 
trated by Harold M. Brett and published by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., is an absorbing tale of adventure, danger, 
and love in China during a native uprising. The chief 
characters, Rudolph Hackh, the agent of a German firm 
in China; the worldly Mrs. Forrester, who leads him into 
strange emotional ways; the brave and likable young 
KMnglishman who falls in love with the plucky heroine— 
all these, and the other interesting characters that go to 
make up social life in a Chinese trading post, are vividly 
treated. The background of Chinese life and landscape 
is richly described, as it is known to the author from an 
extended residence there. 

From the press of Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, we 
have another military story from the prolific pen of Gen. 
Charles King. It is entitled “Lanier of the Cavalry, or 
a Week’s Arrest,” and is a lively short story of army 
life, in which the consequences of the arbitrary action by 
an irascible colonel bring much humiliation to the bright 
young officer of cavalry, who reports in arrest under a 
misapprehension of fact. But vindication comes in the 
end, and bliss unspeakable when for ‘ta moment he held 
her close-wrapped to his heart, then gradually, yet with 
irresistible power, turned upward the tear-stained, blush- 
ing, exquisite face, so that he could feast his eyes upon 
her beauty, then with joy unutterable his lips sank upon 
the soft, quivering mouth in the first Jove kiss she had 
ever known, and their troubles vanished into heaven at 
the touch.” Those who have never had this experience 
should read this story to learn what it means, and those 
who have had it to revive their recollections of the days 
when time was young with them. 

The Neale Publishing Company issue in a neat 12mo 
volume, “Virginia County Names—Two Hundred and Sev- 
enty Years of Virginia History,” by Dr. Charles Massie 
Long, Professor of English and Philosophy in Bethel 
College. ‘The naming of Virginia counties,” the author 
says, in his Introduction, “combined with the circum- 
stances that attended the naming, serves to recall many 
historical facts, and so numerous and important are these 
facts that the county names form, as it were, a frame- 
work on which hangs much of English history and more 
of the history of Virginia.’ From the same publishers 
we receive the following: ‘Ralph Ranscomb Booker,” 
by Theodore A. Nevin; “When Skies are Gray with a 
Rift or Two,’ verses by Clarence Wall Heazlitt; and 
“Some Reminiscences,” by William L. Royall. Mr. 
Royall is the grandson of the youngest sister of Chief 
Justice Marshall. He served in the Confederate Army 
in his youth and his volume contains interesting remi- 
niscences of war service. Speaking of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, he says: “General Longstreet caused the Confed- 
erates to lose the third day’s battle by not carrying out 
General Lee’s orders to him. Lee directed that artillery 
should be sent in front of the infantry that charged the 
Federal line. If this had been done the terrific artillery 
fire that decimated Pickett’s division would all have fallen 
on this artillery, and when Pickett’s division got to the 
stone wall, instead of being a mere fragment of itself it 
would have been in full force.” This is an interesting 
speculation, but there are any one of half a dozen inci- 
dents of the battle which might have influenced the result. 
some of them favoring one side and some the other. This 
sort of retrospection is only valuable as a sop to wounded 
pride. 

Macmillan & Co.. Ltd.. publish a volume entitled “The 
Struggle for Imperial Unity, Recollections and Experi- 
ences.” by Col. George T. Denison, president of the Brit- 
ish Empire League in Canada. Colonel Denison, who is 
well known on this side of the border by his ‘‘Modern 
Cavalry” and “History of Cavalry.” has had a service of 
forty-five years as an officer of Canadian militia, being 
retired for age in 1899. He commanded the Governor 
General’s Body Guard during the Fenian raid of 1866 and 
the Northwestern rebellion of 1885, receiving medals in 
recognition of his services in these campaigns. Of the 
struggle for Imperial unity he may say, “All of which I 
saw and part of which I was.” He has not attempted 
to write a history of the Imperial unity movement, con- 
fining himself to his reminiscences of it. This volume 
of political recollections, like the previous volume of 
military recollections. is written in the style a man 
would use in telling the story of his life to an old friend 
while smoking a pipe in front of a fire. 





ADMIRAL MELVILLE SEEKS INFORMATION. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The air has been full of the discussion about the al- 
leged reforms in the administration of the Navy Depart- 
ment and of the navy yards, which were introduced by 
the late Secretary; and, as you know, it is now devel- 
oping that his statement. that there was no objection to 
his schemes by any naval officers, is now proved to have 
been absolutely erroneous. He may not have personally 
received any protestations, simply because he had threat- 
ened to discipline anybody who did not fall in with his 
schemes. ‘ ¥ ; 

The tests of the scouts, which have just recently termi- 
nated, suggest a very pertinent inquiry with respect to 
this great reform. Rather to the surprise of people who 
are not in the secrets of the Navy Department, the fact 


was published in the papers, after the extremely poor 
showing of the Curtis turbine on the Salem and Creole, 
that it had been decided to use that same type of motive 
power on the big battleship North Dakota. I confess, 
for one, as an outsider, that I had supposed any such 
‘decision would have been postponed until after the test 
of the scouts, because it was the general impression that 
the reason for using three distinct types of motive power 
on these three vessels was to determine by actual tests 
which was the best and most efficient. 

What the public would like to know is how the Navy 
Department came to decide to use the Curtis turbine on 
the North Dakota before the result of the scout tests was 
known, especially in view of what was generally known of 
the performance of these same turbines on the merchant 
steamer Creole and yacht Revolution, described in your 
paper of April 24. 

Possibly the late Secretary was too busy with his 
efforts to change everything in naval administration to 
pay any attention to a matter of this kind, although it 
would have been supposed that a ten-million-dollar battle- 
ship was a sufficiently important part of the naval organi- 
an to have the best kind of propelling machinery in- 
stalled.

OFFICERS WITNESSING ALASKAN TRANSFER. 
28 Monadnock Road, Newton Center, Mass., 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Wiih regard to the paragraph near the foot of column 
one, of page 936, of the Army AND Navy JourNAL of 
the 17th instant, there are two line officers now living of 
those who served in the Ossipee in Sitka at the time 
of the transfer of territory from Russia to the United 
States-—Midshipmen D. Roben and C. H. Judd—both 
now lieutenant commanders on the retired list. Other 
officers of the Ossipee still living are Chief Engr. B. D. 
Robie and Paymr. (now pay director) George E. Hendee, 
both retired with the rank of rear admiral. 
The vessels sent to Sitka to participate in the cere- 


monies attending the transfer of the flag were three in 
number—the Ossipee, Capt. Geo. F. Emmons; the Resaca, 
Comdr. J. M. Bradford; and the Jamestown, Lieut. 
Comdr, C. J. McDougall. The Jamestown was the first 
to arrive. 'The Resaca followed, reaching Sitka Sept. 14, 
1867. The chartered side-wheel steamer John L. Stephens 
arrived Oct. 9, with troops, and nine days later the Ossi- 
pee entered the harbor, having on board as passengers 
Gen. L. H. Rousseau and Captain Pestchouroff, the com- 
mnissioners representing the United States and Russia. 
According to my records written on board the Resaca 
Oct. 18, 1867, “At 1 we sent all our spare boats to take 
the soldiers ashore from the John L. Stephens. At 2:45 
all the officers went ashore, and at 3:30 the Russian flag 
was hauled down from the flagstaff in front of the gover- 
—_ house, and the American flag was hoisted in its 
place.” 

The surviving officers of the Resaca, all now retired in 
the grade of, or with the rank of, rear admiral, are, be- 
side myself, Lieut. Comdr. A. V. Reed, Midshipmen H. 
N. Manney and C. C. Todd, P.A. Paymr. (now pay di- 
rector) R. P. Lisle and P.A. Surg. (now medical direc- 
tor) G. H. Cooke. No one remains of the officers of the 
Jamestown. 

The Ossipee started from Sitka Oct. 26, but on the 28th 
she returned, having “lost all boats except gig, launch 
and dinghy ; filled her chronometers with salt water; lost 
rigging. ete.,” in the remarkable gale of the 27th, said to 
be the heaviest known in Sitka for seventy years. (The 
quotation is from my records. The story is told in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of Nov. 16, 1867, page 201 of 
Volume V.) On Nov. 6 the Ossipee made another at- 
tempt to get away, leaving at 7 a.m., but she returned 
four hours later, and remained until shortly after 11 that 
night, when she made a successful start for San Fran- 
cisco. 

The Resaca and Jamestown remained at gSitka some 
time longer; both having had yellow fever on board. The 
Resaca reached Mare Island Jan. 28, 1868. On the pas- 
sage from Sitka to San Francisco, Commander Bradford 
gave up his cabin to the wife and children of Prince 
Maksutoff, the governor of Russian America. 

Beside the three naval vessels, the revenue cutter Lin- 
coln is mentioned in my records as being in Sitka Oct. 
11 and 20, 1867: so that it is probable that she was in 
Sitka the day of the transfer. And with the John L. 
Stephens, the ships of the Fur Company and various 
supply vessels, there was a large fleet in the two harbors: 
probably the largest ever seen there. Of those remaining 
Oct. 27. “every ship in the harbor, except the Resaca and 
Jamestown, had dragged.” “The Cezarovitch and Con- 
stantine were high and dry on the rocks.” At high tide 
the Cezarovitch was floated. “but the Constantine filled 
and settled.” “The Mameluke lost both fore topsail 
yards, main topgallant yard. fore and main trysail gaffs, 
spanker boom and main rigging.”

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Despite the adverse report of a board of army officers, 
who superintended the firing of cannon in one French 
wine-growing district in the hope of protecting the vines 
against hail storms, the farmers continue to fire artillery 
at the storm clouds, and insist that they obtain good 
results. The persistent support which the farmers give 
to the cannon theory of protection against hail lends color 
to the belief that the last word has not been said on the 
subject. In the great Beaujolais wine district, where 
hail often falls three or four times a week, the farmers 
spend much money and time in bombarding the skies, and 
say that their losses have been less than before the can- 
non were used. Many of the hail storms develop in 
mountains and sweep through a pass upon the vineyards. 
The idea of the farmers is that these storms can be 
successfully combated if the mountain pass and neigh- 
boring heights are provided with means of defense, so 
that the clouds can be attacked at the very beginning of 
their activity. The plotting of storm routes and the 
location of the best points of vantage from which to hur] 
the discharges into the clouds are parts of the system 
of defense. The use of cannon against hai] may become 
general in some of the American states, for one New 
York concern announces that, notwithstanding the con- 
trary opinion of the U.S. Weather Bureau, the protec- 
tion of crops by the use of cannon is practicable. Sev- 
eral anti-hail cannon have been imported from France by 
this concern and are said to have been successfully used. 
To save the expense of maintaining a hut for housing 
the cannon some economical French farmers have begun 
to use a rocket which throws a bomb whose explosive 
is said to affect the clouds.

Major Gen. J. F. Bell, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., wrote to 
Mr. William J. Robinson, optimist-at-large of the Opti- 
mist Club of America, saying: ‘“As a member of the Op- 
timist Club, I desire to nominate for membership therein 
every officer in the United States Army, a list of whose 
names and addresses I herewith enclose. Everybody rec- 
ognizes the necessity for optimism; it is the basis of all 
enthusiasm, all success, all chivalry, all kindness, all con- 
scientious effort. ‘The pessimist has no place in the 
world’s work to-day. Men are all equal where the 
shadows lie, where discontent reigns; but the sun strikes 
the mountain peaks—that’s where men differ. Dis- 
content feeds upon expression; silence starves it. If 
men and women could only learn to accept misfortune, 
disappointment, regret, and ill luck, with resignation and 
philosophy ; if they could only learn to be soldiers in the 
true sense of the word, there would be little unhappiness 
in this world. The best soldier is the best optimist, just 
as the best optimist is the best soldier. Man should not 
lower his aspirations to the level of his capacity for per- 
formance, but his aims and efforts should be inspired by 
ideals.” This has been followed by a letter by Mr. Rob- 
inson addressed to each officer of the Army, informing 
him that he has been duly elected a member of the Club 
and asking for the payment of the one dollar annual dues 
and suggesting a subscription to the Optimist Magazine. 


Adjutant General Henry, of New York, announces that 
Governor Hughes having accepted the invitation of the 
Secretary of War to detail a portion of the National 
Guard to co-operate with the United States Army in joint 
Army and militia coast defense exercises to take place in 
the Eastern and Southern Artillery districts of New 
York, the following organizations are designated to par- 
ticipate in this service June 10 to 19: The Chief of 
Coast Artillery; Provisional Regiment, Coast Artillery 
Corps, Sth Artillery District; Provisional Regiment, 
Coast Artillery Corps, 9th Artillery District ; Provisional 
Regiment, Coast Artillery Corps, 13th Artillery District. 
The Sth Provisional Regiment will be divided between 
Forts Totten and Schuyler, the 9th will perform duty at 
Fort Wadsworth, and the 13th will be at Fort Hamilton. 
This year the Guardsmen will be on duty for ten days, in- 
stead of for a week, as previously, and the result of this 
experiment of increasing the time will be watched with 
interest. In many cases men will be unable to be absent 
from business for more than a week, and some allowance, 
it is expected, will be made for such. Payment will be 
made by the United States to officers and to enlisted men 
enlisted prior to Dec. 10, 1908, at Army rates, and to such 
officers and enlisted men an additional sum will be paid 
from state funds to equal the rates fixed by Section 210 
of the State Military Law. 
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The body of Major Pierre Charles L’Enfant, the de- 
signer of the city of Washington, after lying buried for 
nearly a century on a farm in Maryland, was, by joint 
resolution of Congress, allowed to lie in state in the 
National Capitol, on April 28, prior to impressive cere- 
monies held there, attended by the President and Mrs. 
Taft, members of Congress and other functionaries. The 
body had been carried to the ‘Capitol under military es- 
cort. During the exercises Vice-President Sherman and 
Ambassador Jusserand of France paid tribute to the 
memory of Major L’Enfant, and spoke of the work of 
the French officer, particularly as it affected the building 
up of the city of Washington. Gathered about the bier 
were representatives of the Society of the Cincinnati, 
whose emblem was designed by L’Enfant. Other _patri- 
otic and eivie organizations also were represented. In- 
terment at Arlington followed. ' 
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The Ordnance Department has decided to sell the 
stock of Springfield rifles, new caliber .45, on hand at 
the Rock Island Arsenal at a reduced price. The gov- 
ernment has hitherto asked $3 for these guns, but here- 
after they will be sold for $1.50 each. The old Spring- 
fields, cleaned and repaired, will be sold for $1.25 each. 
These guns have been in demand abroad and until re- 
cently they could only be sold for export. Bannerman, 
the New York dealer in arms and ammunition, has 
very recently bought 45,000 of the new rifles and 15,- 
000 of the cleaned and repaired rifles at the uniform 
price of sixty cents apiece, but the purchase was made 
on condition that the rifles must all be exported. The 
government will sell rifles only to users, citizens who 
desire to practice, and to rifle clubs. Every precaution 
will be taken not to allow these weapons to fall into 
the hands of unlawful persons or those who would put 
them to any undesirable use. 


John J. Lambert, apprentice seaman, coal passer, 
ship’s cook, and marine, U.S.N., whose sentence by G.C. 
M. to ten years’ imprisonment for fraudulent enlistment 
and desertion, was approved by Secretary Meyer a few 
days since, has the unenviable distinction of holding the 
record in the desertion line. Lambert’s record is five de- 
sertions, one from the naval service, and four from the 
Marine Corps, in four years, and, in addition thereto, he 
was twice dishonorably discharged from the Service. The 
court-martial found him guilty on five counts of “fraudu- 





lent enlistment,” and on five counts of “desertion.” The 
sentence imposed is an unusually severe one, and was 
awarded partly with the idea in mind of discouraging 
others from emulating Lambert’s tactics, which consisted 
in assuming a new name each time he re-enlisted, choos- 
ing a new city for the job, and taking a chance at not 
being reassigned to the ship or to the company from 
which he took French leave. Though he enlisted in the 
naval Service seven times, his terms of service were short, 
generally averaging but a few days. His apparent pur- 
pose was to obtain the allowance of clothing which is al- 
lotted each recruit, an allowance valued at $60, and 
which he was probably able to dispose of to second-hand 
dealers for a fair price. 
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Secretary Dickinson, on the occasion of his visit to 
Fort Monree, in company with Mrs. Dickinson; her 
friend, Miss Ouseley; Major Gen. J. F. Bell, Chief of 
Staff; his aide, Capt. Johnson Hagood, C.A.C., and Lieut. 
Col. C. J. Bailey, Coast Artillery, for the first time wit- 
nessed a gun drill and had explained to him the use of 
the plotting board, the precision of modern fire control and 
the value of the sub-caliber practice. The Secretary 
manifested the greatest interest in all that he saw and 
expressed his. Satisfaction at the completeness and ac- 
curacy in equipment by which our Coast Artillery marks- 
men have gained such remarkable proficiency. At 
Charleston the Secretary and his party visited Forts 
Moultrie and Sumter and had the opportunity to realize 
the value of those fortifications which played such an im- 
portant part in the Civil War and now in their modern 
development have such a far greater importance in the 
coast defense system of the country. 


Lieut. Col. Robert K. Evans, U.S.A., on duty with 
the General Staff, will be in charge of the staff ride to be 
made in Virginia which we refer to on page 993 of 
this issue. Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, who was 
to have had charge of the party, is detained by his 
duties of acting Chief of Staff, but will join the party 
during its ride as soon as his official duties will per- 
mit. The itinerary of the ride is as follows: May 2, 
Accotink Station; May 3, Dumphries; May 4, 5, 6, 
Fredericksburg; May 7, 8, Wilderness; May 9, 10, 
Spottsylvania ; May 11, 12, 13, Doswell; May 14, 15, 
Old Cold Harbor; May 16, 17, 18, Richmond; May 19, 
Firrington; May 20, Jackson; May 21, Louisa; May 22, 
Gordonsville; May 23, Stanardsville; May 24, Elkton; 
May 25, Cross Keys; May 26, 27, Tenth Legion; May 
28, 29, Fishershill, May 30, Linden; May 31, Middle- 
burg, and June 1, Chantilly. 
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Plans are completed for the trip of the new bat- 
tleship Mississippi up the Mississippi river, visiting ports 
as far north as Natchez. The battleship will leave Guan- 
tanamo about May 1, reaching New Orleans about May 6. 
Six days will be spent at New Orleans, where a series of 
entertainments have been planned for the officers and 
crew. The Mississippi will then proceed, May 12, to Don- 
aldsonville, arriving the same day and remaining there 
two days. ‘The next visit will be at Plaquemine, where 
one day will be passed. Three days the Mississippi will 
remain at anchor at Baton Rouge after she arrives there, 
May 15. Bayou Sara, the next port up the river to be 
called at, will be reached May 18, and a stop of two days 
made, The Mississippi will reach Natchez on May 21. 
Here during a four days’ stay more entertainments are 
planned for the officers and crew, the return trip down the 
river to begin May 25. 

Capt. Thomas Franklin, Sub. Dept., who arrived last 
week at San Francisco from Manila, has been ordered to 
report to Major Gen. Leonard Wood. It is the under- 
standing that Captain Franklin has been ordered home 
from the Philippines, as before stated, to explain his ad- 
ministration of the commissary at the Military Academy 
when he was stationed there. It is not charged that Cap- 
tain Franklin was short in his accounts or misused funds, 
but that he had some sort of financial interest in con- 
cerns that received contracts for supplies for the Acade- 
my. Captain Franklin has received the highest praise 
from officers and cadets at West Point for the excellent 
commissary he provided. Many say that it was the best 
known in the history of the institution. 
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C. Conway, formerly a private of Troop B, writes us 
from Boston, saying: “I read Gen. O. O. Howard’s let- 
ter on the capture of Geronimo, published in the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL of April 17, and having served all 
through that campaign myself, from the start to the fin- 
ish, I must say the General’s account is the best and 
truest I have ever read of that campaign. The only ex- 
ception I take to the General’s story is that while giving 
Lawton and Wood all the credit for the capture, he omits 
the names of three 4th Cavalry officers who took a very 
prominent part in the chase, namely, Lieuts. A. L. Smith, 
R. Walsh and H. Benson; and while they are handing 
out bouquets to generals and captains, how about the men 
behind the guns?” 





The War Department has had no confirmation of the 
press despatch from Manila to the effect that Major John 
I’. Finley, 28th Inf., had been shot by his orderly and 
killed. Major Finley is the provisional governor of the 
Zamboanga district of the Moro Province, and as such 
has made an excellent record for himself. He is an officer 
of fine ability and great tact, and his administration has 
given the civil authorities general satisfaction. His or- 
derly is known to his brother officers stationed in this 
country to be a good soldier and devoted to Major Finley. 
The man is partly of Spanish blood and said to be quick- 
tempered, but until some further information comes in 
regard to the matter there will be strong doubt as to the 
truth of the despatch. 
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Lieut. Ernest H. Shackleton, of the British navy, hopes 
to complete the work he has so far accomplished by his 
expedition into the Antarctic regions by making an ex- 
haustive search in the subarctic regions on the homeward 
voyage of the Nimred, via Cape Horn, for several islands 
at present of doubtful existence. The Nimrod departs 
from Sydney in ten days’ time in charge of Captain Davis 
and Lieutenant Shackleton and is going to England via 
Suez. Ne one, so far as known, it is said, has ever landed 


on the Emerald, Nimrod or Dougherty Islands, which, 
moreover, owing to the variation of the positions given by 
discoverers, are sometimes looked for in vain. The ex- 


pedition will take soundings and collect zoological, bio- 
logical and other specimens, 





The time for bids to be submitted for the olive drab 
cotton, cloth or khaki for the Army has been extended 
from May 10 to June 10, for the purpose of giving in- 
tending bidders time in which to conduct experiments 
to secure the proper shade and to perfect arrangements 
for producing the cloth satisfactorily. This cloth is to 
be made by a new method, in which the raw cotton is 
dyed first and then spun and woven. The result is a 
fine fabric with probably the best quality for field serv- 
ice yet attained. The specifications call for 825,000 
yards, with the right on the part of the government to 
require a fifty per cent, increase of the amount. 





An explosion April 26 on the Italian submarine Foca 
at Naples resulted in the death of seven men and the in- 
jury of others. The boat was sunk at her dock to prevent 
further explosions. The victims were buried with mili- 
tary honors on April 28. Ambassador Griscom has con- 
veyed to Admiral Mirabello, Minister of Marine, the con- 
dolences of the U.S. Navy Department. To this a reply 
from the Ambassador was received as follows: “Italian 
Ministry of Marine requests me to express to you and to 
the American Navy his profound gratitude for your sym- 
— message concerning the accident to submarine 
Toca.” 
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From the imperfect advices received in regard to 
the examinations for entrance to the Naval Academy, 
held under the auspices of the United States Civil Serv- 
ice Commission in various cities throughout the coun- 
try on April 21, probably about one-half of the candi- 
dates who reported have passed. It is expected that 
at the June examination at the Naval Academy fully 
two hundred candidates will present themselves. It 
will be a month, doubtless, before the results of the two 
examinations will be announced. 





The tour of the Japanese training squadron, cruisers 
Aso and Soya, to Pacific coast cities of the United States,

June 23 to July 1. 
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Corpl. Owen Sullivan, of the 53d Company, U.S. Coast 
Artillery. shot himself while on guard at Foft Wads- 
worth, N.Y., April 24. Whether the shooting was acci- 
dental or intentional is not known. Friends of the man 
say that he had been complaining recently of stomach 
trouble and that before going on guard said that he felt 
ill. He was taken to the Reservation Hospital in a seri- 
ous condition. He is 27 years old. It is understood that 
he comes from the South. 








A circular will be sent out in a few days to adjutants 
general of the National Guard in the various states urg- 
ing them to make application if they desire a sergeant 
from the Regular Army detailed to duty with their or- 
ganizations. Applications must be in by July 1 next to 
receive consideration. One state has refused the detail 
on the ground that officers of the line should be detailed 
rather than non-commissioned officers. 





The Quertermaster’s Department has submitted to 
the consideration of the General Staff a new visor and 
chin strap for the olive drab service cap. It consists of 
fair leather, buff in color and matching the leather of 
belt and belt slings, puttees, saddles and bridles. It 
does not glisten in tle sun, and can be used on the 
same frame either for olive drab kersey or for the 
khaki. 
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The Bureau of Equipment will conduct extended tests 
of the instruments and the materials to be offered in the 
contracts for the proposed new wireless station to be 
placed at Annapolis and which is to maintain communi- 
cation with vessels of the Navy at a distance of 3,000 
miles at sea. Lieut. George C. Sweet, U.S.N., has been 
selected to conduct these tests and they will be held at 
Brant Rock, Mass., during the next six weeks. 








The new ocean-going destroyer Amazon, now ready for 
commission in the British navy, is fitted with turbines of 
15,500 horsepower, propelling her at a speed of thirty- 
three knots, and is the first destroyer to be equipped with 
four-inch breech-loading guns, the heaviest weapon carried 
by destroyers now being twelve-pounders. 





The work of the submarines Shark and Porpoise, which 
were carried on the Caesar around the Horn to Manila 
last year, has proved so satisfactory that two more sub- 
marines will be taken to Manila and added to the Phil- 
ippine flotilla. The boats selected to go are the Adder 
and Moccasin, stationed at Norfolk. 
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Contracts have been awarded by the Isthmian Canal 
Commission approximating in value $1,000,000 for sup- 
plies of various kinds to be delivered during the fiscal 
year 1910. The supplies include articles of steel, iron, 
brass, bronze, copper, ete., required for construction pur- 
poses.

RECENT DEATHS. 


The funeral of Capt. James G. Doyle, U.S.N., retired, 
who died suddenly in Boston, Mass., took place at Lans- 
downe, Pa., April 24, 1909. The obsequies were largely 
attended by officers of the United States Navy and friends. 
At St. Philomena’s Catholic Church solemn high mass 
was celebrated by Rey. F. J. Markee, rector, who preached 
the sermon. The funeral was attended by the following 
officers of the Navy: Rear Admiral C. D. Sigsbee, Chief 
Engr. Robert Crawford, Comdr. B. C. Bryan, Capt. J. R. 
Edwards and Rear Admiral E. C. Pendleton, U.S.N. The 
pallbearers gwere men from the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 

Adjutant General Cole, of Connecticut, in announcing 
the death of Governor George L. Lilley, at his home in 
Hartford, April 21, 1909, says: “The officers and en- 
listed men of the Connecticut National Guard share the 
‘grief of the people of this commonwealth in the loss of 
Governor George L. Lilley, whose zealous interest, sin- 
cere friendship, and personal solicitude for the welfare 
and progress of the military department of the state was.

After a long illness Mr. Nathan Pratt Towne, chief 
engineer of the Cramp Shipbuilding Company, and for- 
merly chief engineer in the United States Navy, died at 
his home at Philadelphia, Pa.. April 23, 1909. He re- 
signed from the Navy March 31, 1894, to accept a posi- 
tion at Cramp’s, and after 1893 he designed and superin- 
tended the construction of the engines of nearly all the 
battleships, cruisers and large vessels built at Cramp’s. 
Among these are the cruiser Pennsylvania, the battleships 
Tennessee and Maine, the Russian cruisers Variag and 
Retvizan, and the Japanese cruiser Tuskish.

He was also engi- 
neer of the Richmond, which conveyed General Grant the 
greater part of the way on his tour of the world. He en- 
tered the Navy as a third assistant engineer Jan. 6,

Capt. William Watts Galbraith, U.S.A., retired, died’ 


of pneumonia in his country home near Carlisle, Pa., 
April 24, 1909. He was graduated from West Point in 
1877. He served at posts in the South and at Governors 
Island, Mount McGregor, Grant’s Tomb and Fort Ham- 
ilton. He was also on duty as assistant instructor of 
Infantry tactics at the U.S.M.A. He was A.D.C. to Gen- 
eral Graham at Atlanta, Ga., in 1898, and was retired 
from active service, with rank of captain, for disability in 
the line of duty March 2, 1899. He leaves a widow and 
three children. 

Rear Admiral Joseph N. Miller, U.S.N., retired, a 
prominent officer of the old Navy, died of heart disease in 
the home of his son-in- law, Robert M. Ogden, at Hast 
Orange, N.J., April 26, 1909. He was born in Spring- 
field, “Ohio, Noy. 22, 1836, and entered the naval Service 
as an acting midshipman on Oct. 1, 1851, graduating from 
the Naval Academy on June 10, 1854. He was promoted 
to passed midshipman Nov. 22, 1856. After serving on 
the Pacific Station in the Independence he was an assist- 
ant instructor at the Naval Academy from February, 
1857, to October, 1858, and then took part in the Para- 
guay expedition. Among other services Rear Admiral 
Miller was executive officer of the chartered steamer 
Indianola, at the capture of the Mexican steamer Gen- 
eral Miramon, at Vera Cruz, on March 6, 1 He was 
on the brig Perry from May to November, 1861; on 
blockading duty on the Atlantic coast. The Perry ecap- 
tured the privateer Savannah, which held Letter of 
Marque No. 1, and also captured several other prizes 
which were condemned. While on the steamer Cambridge 
to May, 1862, on blockade duty at the mouth of the 
Chesapeake, the Cambridge towed the frigate St. Law- 
rence into action when the Merrimac engaged the fleet at 
Hampton Roads, March 8, 1862. He was executive offi- 
cer of the practiceship John Adams; served in the iron- 
clad steamer Passaic as executive officer, September, 1862. 
to June, 1863; on North Atlantic Blockading Squadron, 
being engaged in an attack on Fort McAllister, March 
3, 1863, and was commended in an official report by the 
commanding officer. He engaged in the attack on Fort 
Sumter of April 7. 1865, and was thanked officially by 
the commanding officer. Rear Admiral Miller was next 
en special duty in New York in connection with ironclads 
to September, 1863. He subsequently served on the Sac- 
ramento as executive officer; was executive officer and in 
command of monitors Sagamon and Nahant to July, 
1864. On May 16, 1864, he took part, in command of the 

Nahant, in the attack on Sumter, and as executive officer 
of the Monadnock. He took part in both attacks on Fort 
Fisher, and was commended officially by the commanding 
officer. He served at the Naval Academy as head of the 
department, March, 1865, to September. 1865; was on the 
Powhatan as executive officer; on Pacific and North At- 
lantic Squadron, September, 1867, to January, 1870: 
was with the Pacifie Squadron as chief of staff and in 
command of the Ossipee April, 1870, to November, 1872; 
assistant hydrographer, February to November, 1873. He 
was in command of the Ajax to May, 1874: was assistant 
hydrographer, June, 1874, to August. 1875, and then 
took command of the Tuscarora. While on the Pacific 
Station he ran a line of deep-sea soundings from Hono- 
lulu to Brisbane, Australia, and investigated and re- 
ported on the state of affairs in Samoa. He was assist- 
ant in the Bureau of Yards and Docks, December, 1876. 
te March, 1877: was lighthouse inspector of the Eleventh 
District, and on special duty at Washington to May. 
1881. His subsequent duties included service on the 
oncnag t Court of Inquiry, captain of the navy yard, 

New York, and commandant of the navy = at Boston. 
He was promoted to commodore on April 16, 1894: was 
commandant of the navy yard, Boston, Mass., to May 5, 

1897 ; was promoted to rear admiral on March 21, 1897, 
and was in command of the U.S. Pacific Station Aug. 14, 
1897, to Oct. 15. 1898, period of the Spanish-American 
War. Rear Admiral Miller was also naval representative 
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England, in the spring of 1897. He was transferred to 
the retired list Nov. 22, 1898, and has performed no ac- 
tive duty since the date of his retirement. He had been 
ill for a long time, but his affliction did not take a crit- 
ical turn until April 23, when he sank rapidly until death 
came. Rear Admiral Miller is survived by his widow, 
who was Miss Helen Wills, of Baltimore, Md., and a 
brother, Henry R. Miller, who is assistant postmaster at 
Keokuk, Iowa. His daughter died during the ceremonies 
in connection with the Queen’s Jubilee. The funeral took 
place from the Union Station, Washington, D.C., April 
28, 1909. Interment was at Arlington Cemetery. Funeral 
services were also held in East Orange, N.J., and the 
remains left Newark, N.J. early April 28 for Wash- 
ington. The escort from the Union Station to Arlington 
consisted of four companies of marines, one company of 
bluejackets and the band of the Dolphin. Rear Admiral 
J. N. Hemphill, U.S.N., was in command of the funeral 
escort. The pallbearers were Rear Admirals W. H. 
Emory, Frederick Rodgers, W. H. Brownson, R. B. 
Bradford, George C. Remey and Brig. Gen. G. C. Reid, 
U.S.M.C. 


Col. Franklin Bartlett, N.G.N.Y., retired, one of the 
best-known lawyers of New York city, and for many 
years secretary of the Union Club, secretary of The Sun 
Printing and Publishing Association, died at his home, 
26 West Twentieth street, New York city, April 23, 1909, 
of carcinoma of the liver. Colonel Bartlett was descended 
from old New England families, representatives of which 
played important parts in early American history. He 
first joined the National Guard as a lieutenant in the 
9th N.Y. in April, 1884, and joined the 22d Regiment as 
captain in December, 1888. He became major in 1891 
and colonel in 1896, and was retired at his own request 
in 1905. He served several terms in Congress, and was 
extremely active in club life and in society, a leader 
of cotillions at the Patriarchs ball and other brilliant 
occasions of a similar nature. His list of clunbs included the 
Union, the Knickerbocker, the Turf and Field, the Brook, 
the University, the Manhattan, the Players, the Country, 
the City Midday and the Metropolitan of Washington. 
He was a member also of the Society of Colonial Wars, 
the Military Order of Foreign Wars and the Sons of the 
Revolution. Colonel Bartlett is survived by Mrs. Bart- 
lett, who was Miss Bertha Post, and two children, Wil- 
liam O. Bartlett and Mrs. Bertha Benkard. The funeral 
service was held at the Church of the Holy Communion, 
Sixth avenue and Twentieth street, on Monday morning, 
April 26, and was largely attended. Among those pres- 
ent were General McCoskry Butt, Cols. W. B. Hotchkin 
and N. B. Thurston, N.G.N.Y., members of Defendam 
Association, Sons of the Revolution, ete. 

Brig. Gen. John B. Babcock, U.S.A., retired, a well- 
known yeteran of the Civil, Indian and Spanish Was, 
died on April 26, 1909, on the German steamer Prinz 
Friedrich Wilhelm, which arrived at New York April 
27, from Bremen, Southampton and Cherbourg after a 
rough passage. His death was due to Bright’s dis- 
ease. The body was brought to port. General Bab- 
cock went to Europe in search of health, accompa- 
nied by Mrs. Babcock and their son, Franklin Babcock. 
He was taken very ill during the homeward voyage and 
died in a few days. General Babcock was born in 
Louisiana, Feb. 7, 1843, and entered the Army May 29, 
1862, as a sergeant in the 387th N.Y. State Militia and 
was afterward made second lieutenant, 174th N.Y. Vol. 
Inf. He was promoted first lieutenant in that regiment 
and shortly after was transferred to the 162d N.Y. Volun- 
teer Infantry. He subsequently reached the grade of 
major of volunteers and resigned July 23, 1865. During 
the war with Spain he was appointed brigadier general 
of Volunteers June 3, 1898. He received three brevets 
for gallant and meritorious services in the battles of 
Sabine Cross Roads, Pleasant Hill and Cane River 
Crossing, La., and one brevet, lieutenant colonel, for 
gallant services against Indians in 1873 and 1874. In 
January, 1867, he was appointed second lieutenant, 5th 
Regular Cav., and took an active part in the campaigns 
against the Indians. He was awarded a medal of honor 
“for most distinguished gallantry in action at Spring 
Creek, Neb., May 16, 1869.” He was with a scouting 
column in advance of his troop, and was attacked by In- 
dians outnumbering his force six times. Advancing to 
high ground, he dismounted his troop, himself remaining 
mounted to encourage his men, and there fought the In- 
dians until relieved. His horse was shot from under 
him. He was subsequently brevetted lieutenant colonel 
for gallant services in actions against Indians at Tonto 
Creek, Ariz., in June, 1873, and at Four Peaks, Ariz., 
in January, 1874. He fought against the Kiowas, South- 
ern Cheyennes, Sioux, Apaches and Utes. Once at Spring 
Creek, when his troop had been reduced to thirty-three 
men, they were attacked by the whole village of Chey- 
enne and Sioux Indians, under Tall Bull. General Bab- 
cock, then a captain, held his position for two hours, 
until relieved by the regiment. While fighting the 
Apaches in Arizona he was wounded in the breast by an 
arrow. When the famous Ute outbreak of 1879 occurred 
he marched with his troop 170 miles in sixty-five hours 
in time to take part in the relief of Major Thornburg’s 
command and the fight that ensued. Major Thornburg 
was killed in that action. Again, in 1885, he marched 
six hundred miles and took part in the protection of 
the Kansas border against the Indians. He was also in 
the field with his troop at Pine Ridge Agency during the 
ghost dance war in the early nineties. In February. 
1898, he was transferred from the cavalry arm to the 
Adjutant General’s Department, with the rank of major, 
and became colonel in that department in February, 
1901. In August, 1908, he was appointed brigadier gen- 
eral, U.S.A., and at once retired at his own request, after 
more than thirty years’ service. Since then he traveled 
extensively, and recently had been living in London. Dur- 
ing the Civil War he served with his regiment in the 
battles of Plain’s Store, Port Hudson, Sabine Cross 
toads, Pleasant Hill, Mansura Plains, Monett’s Bluff and 
Yellow Bayou, all in Louisiana, and also was under 
Grant at the siege of Petersburg and in Sheridan’s cam- 
paign in the Shenandoah Valley. 

Mrs. Harriet J. Houston mother of Major J. B. 
Houston, Pay Dept., U.S.A., died in Thompsonville, 
Conn., April 26, 1909. 

Mrs. Anna FE. Catlin, mother of Major A. W. Catlin, 
U.S.M.C., died at Newburgh, N.Y., April 27, aged sev- 
enty-two years. 

Mrs. Olive Logan, the elderly American author play- 
wright, actress and journalist, who died on April 27, 
1909, at Bamstead, near Sutton, England, was the aunt 
of Lieut. Comdr. George W. Logan, U.S.N. The in- 
terment was in the cemetery at Morden, Surrey. 


Frances Chester Hartley, widow of Marcellus Hartley, 
died a few days ago at her home, 232 Madison avenue, New 
York. Mrs. Hartley was the daughter of Dr. S. Pomeroy 
White, of New York city. Marcellus Hartley was a well- 
known dealer in firearms. He died in 1902, leaving an 
estate estimated variously at between $10,000,000 and 
$20,000,000. He left to his widow the use of the resi- 


dence at 232 Madison avenue, including all the furniture, 
paintings, books and gold and silver plate. He left her 
also the use of the Hartley country seat on Orange Moun- 
tain, its furniture and all his horses and carriages. The 
rest of the estate was left in trust, and the will provided, 
among other things, for an annual income of $15,000 for 
the widow. When the widow became sixty years old she 
was to receive $100,000 in cash, and at the age of seventy 
the remainder of the trust estate was to be divided be- 
twen Mr. Hartley’s daughters, Helen and Grace. 

The Medical Corps of the Ohio National Guard have 
adopted suitable resolutions on the death of Major A. V. 
Smith, retired, Ohio N.G,, in which they attest his valu- 
able and faithful service, and tender to Mrs. Smith heart- 
felt sympathies and condolences. A copy of the resolu- 
tions was sent to her and also to the headquarters of the 
Sth Infantry, O.N.G., and to the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States, of which he was an hon- 
ored member. 

Hans Anderson, a member of the crew of the original 
Monitor. died at his home, 98 Hall street, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
April 27, 1909. Mr. Anderson was born in Gothenberg, 
Sweden, eighty-five years ago, and came to this country in 
1847. He was a sailor and when volunteers were called 
for for the Monitor he volunteered. He had seen duty on 
the frigates Falmouth and Congress, but, on account of 
the peculiar construction of the Monitor, it was difficult 
to get a crew for the little ironclad. ‘The claim is made 
that Anderson was the last survivor of the Monitor's 
crew, but similar claims have been made for others who 
have previously passed away, and it is impossible to say 
for a certainty that Anderson was the last survivor.

‘More fortunate than most. military patri- 
arehs,” says the Boston Transcript, ‘General Rucker has 
preserved his mental powers, and while his memory per- 
mits him to talk of the brevet he received at Buena Vista 
sixty-two years ago last February, his modesty will not. 
General Rucker’s modesty stands in the way of some very 
piquant recollections, for his first detail for duty was at 
Fort Leavenworth, which he was compelled to reach by 
a ride of two hundred miles through a wilderness, dodg- 
ing Indians most of the way.

To have it appear that Captain 
Hains was not regarded as irresponsible after his 
wife’s alleged confession Mr. DeWitt tried to have 
General Hains admit that he and Thornton Jenkins 
Hains consulted with the Captain before they sent for 
a lawyer to start a divorce suit against Mrs. Hains. 
General Hains said he had no recollection of having 
consulted with his accused son about the matter. As 
the cross-examination proceeded he showed signs of irri- 
tation. He repeatedly said he could not remember 
everything, and made sharp—sometimes stinging—re- 
plies. Guided by Mr. MelIntyre, counsel for the de- 
fense, General Hains told all about the troubles he had 
with Captain Hains as a boy, when the latter had night- 
mares and periods of deep agitation. He added also 
by way of showing a taint of insanity, that his father, 
Luther B. Hains, died in an insane asylum. Then he 
came down to the time when Captain Hains, fresh from 
the Pacific, arrived at New York and went to the 
Hotel Astor, where General Hains was staying. De- 
spite the rumors he had heard Captain Hains, accord- 
ing to the witness, did not at first believe his wife had 
been guilty of actual wrong-doing. 





PROGRESS AT THE REMOUNT STATION. 

An illustrated article in a recent issue of the New 
York Sun treated the experiment of establishing at 
Fort Reno, Okla., a remount depot for the purchase and 
training of horses for the different branches of the 
Army, credit for which is due Brig. Gen. James B. 
Aleshire, Q.M.G., U.S.A., formerly an officer of Cav- 
alry. The purpose of the depot is to get the best and 
longest service from Army horses at the least cost. 
The belief at the remount depot is that fifty per cent. is 
added to the length of the horse’s service if he is bought 
when three or four years old, and that an unbroken 
horse at that age may be bought for much less money 
than a broken horse seven or eight years old. The de- 
pot at Reno has a capacity for 1,200 horses, which may 
be increased indefinitely. It is situated on a tract of 
beautiful land containing nearly 10,000 acres, well 
adapted for the maneuvering of horses. The old bar- 
rack buildings have been changed into stables, and two 
new stables have been built. The depot was opened 
in April, 1908, and began receiving horses in July. Be- 
cause of his wide knowledge of equitation, Capt. Letcher 
Hardeman, U.S.A., was detailed to the charge of the 
depot, with Lieut. W. P. Ennis, 1st Field Art., as 
assistant. The wild feats of the cowboy and broncho 
buster of the West are unknown to the work of the re- 
mount depot, where the aim is to not let a horse know 


that there is such a thing as bucking or pitching. The 
chief idea is to train him, not break him. Gentleness 


is the inflexible rule. Captain Hardeman does not be- 
lieve in the theory so long current on the plains that 
the western horse is naturally wild and vicious. Such 
acts as violently throwing a saddle on the back of a 
young horse and frightening him unnecessarily have no 
place, of course, in the Army training. First by lead- 
ing him with a halter, caressing and petting him all the 
time, the confidence of a young horse is won and held 
through all the stages of bridling and saddling. In the 
last process great care is taken, the progress beins 
from a blanket to the saddle so that the horse will 
never associate his training with pain or fear. Instead 
of springing into the saddle with a wild ki-yi and dig- 
ging the spurs into him like a cowboy, the Army horse- 
man mounts the horse for the first time after many 
half mounts so as to accustom the animal to the sense 
of weight in the stirrup. Accustomed to this, he ac- 
cepts the full weight of the man on his back without 


any fear. Then comes the breaking of the horse to 
the gaits required of every Army mount. Naturally 


now and then a vicious horse is encountered and spe- 
cial means must be adopted to subdue him. For vicious 
horses intended for the Artillery service a kind of 
merry-go-round is used. Heavy timbers are formed 
fastened together in the form of the letter A. The 
horse is hitched into this, and the device is made so 
that it runs on wheels in a circle. If the horse refuses 
to move, a mule is hitched to the merry-go-round and 
starts the other animal. So far 900 horses have been 
bought, of which 600 are at the depot, the others having 
been shipped to garrisons. The horses came from Mon- 
tana, Kentucky, Missouri, Colorado, Texas and Okla- 
homa.

G.O. 72, APRIL 22, 1909, WAR DEPT. 

Par. 736, Army Regulations, is amended to read as follows: 

736. Reimbursement of actual expenses when traveling 
under competent orders, will be allowed, under the following 
heads, to civilians in the employ of any branch of the military 
service, excepting the expert accountant of the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, paymasters’ clerks, and those mentioned 
in Par. 737, Army Regulations, viz.: 

1. Cost of transportation over the shortest usually traveled 
route, when it was impracticable to furnish tceansportation in 
kind on transportation requests. 

2. Cost of transfers to and from railroad stations, not to 
exceed fifty cents for each transfer. 

3. Cost of one double berth in a sleeping car, seat in a 
parlor car, or customary stateroom accommodations on boats 
and steamers when extra charge is made therefor. 

4. Cost of meals, including tips, not to exceed $4.50 a day 
while en route when meals are not included in the transpor- 
tation fare paid, and not to exceed $4.50 a day for meals, tips, 
and lodging during necessary delay en route and when meals 
are included in the transportation fare paid, tips for meals 
not to exceed 15 cents each. 

5. Cost of meals, and lodgings including baths, tips and 
laundry work, not to exceed $4.50 a day while on duty at 
places designated in the orders for the performance of tempo- 
rary duty.

MANILA NOTES. 


Manila, P.I., March 14, 1909. 

The transport Sheridan is leaving noon to-day, taking an 
unusually long list of well known passengers. A large num- 
ber are to stop at Nagasaki for a tour through Japan and 
China; the chief quartermaster of the division, Lieut. Cel. 
William H. Miller, Mrs. Miller and Mr. Harlan Miller, are 
leaving for a trip of two months. Mrs. Samuel Reber, two 
children and nurse, Mrs. A. W. Yates, Mrs. Allis, Mrs. James 
G. Harbold, Mrs. Thales L. Ames, Major W. A. Powell, Capt. 
George M. Apple, Capt. and Mrs. L. M. Hathaway, are 
among those who will stop in Japan. Lieut. Orlando C. 
Troxel, 10th Cav., Mrs. Troxel and children, will take the 
Kilpatrick as it passes by en route home in May, boarding at 
Nagasaki. Lieut. and Mrs. A. B. Sloan, 29th Inf., and son, 
Major R. 8S.

Capt. John F. Green, assistant chief 
of police of Manila, who goes te San Antonio, Texas, on a 
leave, was an officer of Volunteers during the war with Spain, 
und has for the past nine years had practically the entire 
charge of the municipal police force of this city, making this 
force second to none in the United States. 

Manila has been since March 4 in a wave of labor strikes 
by the natives. The street car company received notification 
that if certain demands were not complied with all the Fili- 
pinos employed would walk out. Several of the demands, 
made by a labor union of natives recently formed, were such 
that the company could not comply. Consequently the street 
car lines were tied up. The street car company rose to the 
occasion, employing every American willing to work in any 
capacity. Cars were run as often as possible, but the sched- 
ule was abandoned early the first day. About four thousand 
men walked out. No act of violence was reported, as every 
precaution was taken. The cars to Fort McKinley and to 
Malabang are protected by native troops. A very few men 
remained with the company and some Filipinos have since 
offered their services. Cars are running as nearly on sched- 
ule as possible with the raw material as motormen and con- 
ductors. The cars are guarded by armed policemen by day 
and at night by Constabulary soldiers. A large force of 
employees of the Manila Electric Light Company walked out 
for a few days in sympathy with the strikers, but the light- 
ing was not interrupted. The cocheros of one stable struck, 
but their places were supplied.

I sincerely hope that 
President Taft will follow a different policy, though I 
see by the papers that Mr. Root, in his speech at the 
opening of the Staff College, stated that ‘the Army must 
adapt itself to the promotion of younger officers to the 
rank of brigadier general.” ‘This, however, is a condi- 
tion that can never be brought about.”

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BIG ARMAMENTS AND PEACE. 


The American Peace and Arbitration League has been 
incorporated under the laws of the state of New York. 
Justice Dowling, of the Supreme Court, approved the 
incorporation papers in New York city on April 23. The 
object of this League is the bringing about of peace 
through the instrumentality of large armaments, a policy 
directly opposed to the purposes of certain other peace 
societies which are continually denouncing armies and 
navies as causes of war. This new League is founded on 
the principle so often stated in the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL, that the history of the world shows that well- 
maintained armies and navies, instead of being inciters of 
war, are really international pacifiers, and are expres- 
sions in concrete form of the wisdom of Washington's 
maxim, “To assure peace, prepare for war.” Among the 
incorporators are Senator William Alden Smith, of Michi- 
gan; Senator Robert L. Taylor, of Tennessee; Senator 
Francis G. Newlands, of Nevada; Senator John W. 
Daniel, of Virginia; Gen. James G. Wilson; ex-Senator 
William A, Clark; Richmond Pearson Hobson, M.C., and 
Alfred L. M. Bullowa, of New York. President Taft, ex- 
President Roosevelt and Admiral Dewey are honorary 
presidents of the League. Ex-Senator James B. Mc- 
Creary is the active president, and Henry Clews, the New 
York financier, is secretary and treasurer. Speaking of 
the objects of the society, Mr. Bullowa spoke as follows: 
“We have banded together, as the result of our observa- 
tion and experience, first to attend to the armament of 
our country. There are several peace societies in the 
United States, organized to talk peace and amity, and in 
many instances these discussions are indulged in by men 
who are apparently unmindful of military and naval con- 
ditions. Our motto is: Be prepared for emergencies and 
then talk peace. We do not want to beg for peace; we 
want to be able to demand it. We want to back up a 
demand for world-wide peace with a powerful armament.” 

It is time for the organization of such a society. For 
years many of our public men have been preaching in 
season and out that large armaments are the best means 
for assuring peace, but their words have lacked weight 
among certain well-meaning people, who have been deaf- 
ened by the uproar made by societies that bore the label 
“peace,” and who were not aware that this lamb-like 
charity could cover a multitude of errors. This is an age 
of societies. The reform activities of people seem to find 
their best expression through societies, and it is because 
the sentiment that is behind this new League has not been 
embodied in the purposes of an organized society that it 
perhaps has been less effective in shaping the thoughts of 
men. While resolutions and proclamations are too often 
mistaken for actual achievement, an organization that has 
behind it so well-defined a policy as that presented by 
the new League, is certain to have an important effect in 
offsetting the tirades of such “peace” societies as those 
before which Mr. Carnegie and others are fond of letting 
loose their preposterous theories as to the perniciously 
destructive effects of armies and navies on the peaceful 
attitude of nations toward one another. 

We would offer a suggestion to the founders of this 
new League, and that is, that they invite such men as Mr. 
Carnegie, the Rev. Dr. Jefferson, and other preachers of 
“peace,” as it cannot be, to talk before this company of 
men who believe in peace as it can be. Face to face with 
men who know the military situation as it is and under- 
stand the loss to this country and to other countries be- 
cause of a want of military preparedness, we imagine 
that these orators would find themselves at a loss to jus- 
tify their finely spun ideals, which are fit rather for a 
millennial period than for a time when commercial ri- 
valry is fiercer than ever and when the struggle for mar- 
kets has taken the place of the old fight for lands and 
slaves, but has left human nature practically unchanged. 

The representatives of the National Peace Congress, 
which is to hold its second session at Chicago May 3-5, in 
their circular announcing the meeting, say: “Within a 
century more than 260 important controversies between 
nations have been settled by this pacific means. At the 
Second Hague Conference, two years ago, 35 powers, 
representing 1,285,272,000 inhabitants, voted for general 
cbligatory arbitration; 4 powers, representing 55,562,000 
inhabitants, refrained from voting; while only 5 powers, 
representing 167,436,000 inhabitants, voted against it. 
Thus has the civilized world by the vote of the official 
representatives of nearly nine-tenths of its population de- 
clared itself in favor of obligatory arbitration as a sub- 
stitute for war. After the magnificent efforts for substi- 
tution of an official international court for international 
trial by battle, we may rejoice that arbitration has com- 
mended itself to the world as reasonable and practicable. 
More than eighty treaties of obligatory arbitration have 
been concluded between the nations in pairs within the 
last five years, our own country being a party to twenty- 
four of them.” 

This cackling over the results of arbitration is calcu- 
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lated to deceive. It may be admitted that arbitration in 
its present form is a convenient way of settling interna- 
tional disputes heretofore settled by diplomacy, but there 
is not a particle of evidence to show that it gives any 
greater security against war, which results from such in- 
fluences beyond the reach of international agreement, 
as those to which are to be ascribed the wars of the last 
half-century, during which the agitation in favor of arbi- 
tration has been so active. 
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THE TURBINE TRIALS. 

In Lieutenant Murfin’s criticism of previous editorials 
he says the Birmingham made a splendid showing for the 
first twelve hours of the full-speed run, but she had to 
drop out not because of a steam pipe bursting, but be- 
cause her engines were not able to stand “the pace set.” 
If she did not burst a steam pipe what did occur to cause 
her to drop out? Was it a hot journal? It could not have 
been anything very serious, for she is now ready to go 
on her long voyage to Liberia. Was her derangement 
more serious than that of the Salem? Never mind 
the previous builders’ trials; they were run by the 
builders who kept the logs. But come down to the goy- 
ernment endurance and economy trials, and see how they 
compare. ‘The first economy trials were so much in favor 
of the Birmingham that Lieutenant Murfin does not seem 
to care to discuss them. The same for the second, or fif- 
teen-knot trials. The same for the twenty-knot trials, 
where the Birmingham is still ahead on the economy trial, 
“and kept the pace.” 

Now the public, and especially the Navy, is entitled to 
know just what the disabilities on the Birmingham and the 
Salem really were, and the engineering profession can 
judge for themselves the superiority of the two systems 
for naval purposes. Mr. Murfin says the Birmingham 
made a splendid showing for the first twelve hours before 
she broke down. On the last run the Birmingham fin- 
ished twelve hours of the run before her engines ‘broke 
down (did they break down?), and how far behind in the 
race for twelve hours was the Birmingham? and even 
though we use these twelve hours, if you will, in com- 
parison with the Salem, it will not make a bad showing 
in speed and coal consumption. Particularly so if Lieu- 
tenant Murfin will be fair and give the Birmingham credit 
for her magnificent showing in economy at all speeds, in- 
cluding the twenty knots’ part of the test. 

All naval vessels have made their speed for the speci- 
fied time for which they were designed to run, whether it 
be for four hours or twenty-four hours, and the Birming- 
ham can do the same, and though Lieutenant Murfin says 
the Salem kept up the speed for twenty-four hours, yet 
the evidence shows that she did not, but after twelve 
hours her starboard turbine commenced to slow down, and 
finished fifteen revolutions slower than the port one. How 
much more than fifteen revolutions slower the public 
does not know, and whether the fault be in the rotor or 
propeller, it matters not. The Salem failed to that ex- 
tent. The propeller was no doubt made fine or weak to 
facilitate the turbine in its revolutions, and this should 
be attributed to the turbine equipment and is equally 
faulty as to the design. So far the turbine has shown 
no superiority of design for men-of-war, or even scout 
service, where so much cruising is always done at the 
lower rates of speed. 

Mr. Murfin asks, “Don’t you think this is something in 
favor of the turbine?’ Why does he not, if he wishes to 
be exact, say the same thing in regard to the economy of 
the Birmingham, and then reconsider his conclusions con- 
cerning the installing of the turbine in the North Dakota, 
a ship that will usually run at from ten to fifteen knots 
for nearly her whole life, and speed up to her highest 
speed occasionally, or if in real action in time of war? 
The North Dakota could cruise for weeks if fitted with 
reciprocating engines, and run at her full designed speed 
as long as her fuel and personnel held out. 

We must not forget that a man-of-war is built for a 
specific purpose, as much as a trans-Atlantic liner run- 
ning between two ccal piles at opposite ends of her route, 
and even then the best of the mercantile class of turbine 
ships have come to grief more often than the piston- 
engined ship. Note the numerous breakdowns from shed- 
ding the blades from the rotors, and the numerous losses of 
blades from propellers which were designed as a part of 
the equipment of the turbine. Long radius of action of 
a battleship is the best measure of her engine efficiency. 

Suppose, for argument’s sake, it is proper for the gov- 
ernment to experiment with the American system of tur- 
bine, is it to follow that the government is to risk the 
efficiency of a $12,000,000 battleship in order that Mr. 
Curtis may exploit his turbine and that he may make a 
financial success of his business? If this is the case we 
see no reason why the government should not exploit, or 
try out, every American patented invention relating to na- 
val purposes for that matter, even to pea shellers. It is 
not the business of the government to perfect the ideas 
of the inventors; it is theirs “to make good” before the 
government risks the safety of a battleship. We do not 
think that Lieutenant Murfin has “made good” in his 
argument, 
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The test of ammunition for the new model Spring- 
field rifle, which is to be held at Sea Girt on Thursday, 
May 6, will be one of the most important competitions 
of the year. The board having charge of the test will 
meet first at the Frankford Arsenal and select the am- 
munition, which it is expected will be delivered there 
within the next few days. Meeting at the arsenal 
at 9 a.m. Thursday the board will at 11 a.m. the same 
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day go to Sea Girt for the firing eitada: which will be 
continued until all parts of the proposed tests are con- 


cluded. 
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ATTEMPTS TO INFLUENCE LEGISLATION. 

Special attention of all officers of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, whether on the active list or retired list, 
has been directed by the Secretary of the Navy to Arti- 
cles 225 and 244, Navy Regulations, 1909, which read 
as follows: 

225. All petitions, remonstrances, memorials and 
communications from any officer or officers of the Navy 
or Marine Corps, whether on the active or retired list, 
addressed to Congress, or to either House thereof, or 
to any committee of Congress on any subject of legis- 
lation relating to the Navy, pending, proposed or sug- 
gested, shall be forwarded through the Navy Depart- 
ment and not otherwise except by authority and ap- 
proval of the Department.” 

“244. No person belonging to the Navy or employed 
under the Navy Department shall attempt to influence 
legislation in respect to the Navy, without the express 
authority and approval of the Department.” 

In accordance with the above provisions of the Navy 
Regulations it is directed that all officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps refrain from any attempts to influ- 
ence legislation by submitting drafts of proposed bills, 
or by arguments, recommendations or otherwise, ex- 
cept through the official chanuels. This prohibition 
shall be constructed as applying to all bills whose import 
tends in any way to affect the administration, status or 
strength of the Navy, or of any corps or bureau. Re- 
cently there have been before the Congressional com- 
mittees many bills that have apparently emanated from 
officers, or been drafted at the suggestion or with the 
advice of officers, representing corps or bureaus and 
which have not been submitted first to the Department. 
To prevent confusion in legislation and the conflict of 
interests within the naval Service which are prejudicial 
to administrative efficiency, such recommendatinos or 
suggestions for legislation as may seem desirable will, 
in the future, under this order, be uniformly presented’ 
to the Secretary of the Navy for his consideration. 
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THE NEW FIRING REGULATIONS. 

The first proof of the new Firing Regulations for the 
Army was returned to the printer this week, and it is 
expected that the edition of the perfected regulations will 
be forthcoming some time early in the fall, so that the dis- 
tribution may be completed by Jan. 1, when the new 
regulations go into effect. There will probably be po 
further proof-reading or corrections, as the whole matter 
of changes has been pretty thoroughly threshed out. The 
subject of modifying the regulations so as to secure skill 
under field conditions was discussed by experts through- 
out the Service long before the matter was taken up and 
systematically worked out at the School of Musketry. 
The work of that board has been for many months in the 
hands of the General Staff, and every possible considera- 
tion of the many possible problems of target practice has 
been secured until there may be confident assurance that 
the new regulations will not only be a long step ahead of 
the present ones, but will have few defects to be corrected 
when they come to be put to the test of use. The whole 
aim has been to develop in the Army skill, not merely 
at the range in competition on the target, but under field 
conditions with moving objects, simulated foes from un- 
suspected quarters, and by use of the many devices that 
perfect marksmanship and bring out the sort of riflemen 
that may be counted on to win fights in all manner of 
situations, The new regulations will do away with the 
collective competition of companies and opportunity will 
be given to save ammunition for skirmish practice. A 
difficulty in the way of carrying out to the desired ex- 
tent the policy of field practice is the want of suitable 
target ranges. There are hardly half a dozen posts thac 
have ranges that would admit of extended practice with 
the work on problems given on the ground that would 
train for our Army the finest body of marksmen that any 
army could boast. We have the talent and the officers 
to bring it out. The money for ammunition is never 
stinted, but the space convenient to the various Cepart- 
ments is wanting. 
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THE ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


The scheme for providing the Army Relief Society with 
funds, proposed by Col. Charles W. Larned, of the Mili- 
tary Academy, at the last meeting of the Society and 
briefly referred to elsewhere, would have much to com- 
mend it were it shown to be practical. If, as is suggested, 
every officer and man in the Army would contribute to the 
Society a monthly sum varying between two cents for the 
private to seventy cents for the lieutenant general, the 
result would be a yearly contributien of $31,863.49. 

But if we were to assume that each individual officer 
and man would cheerfully contribute on pay day the re- 
quired amount, the Society is not so organized as to en- 
able it to set in motion the machinery required to raise 
this money. If it were so organized we question the pos- 
sibility of securing the uninterrupted flow of voluntary 
contributions through the medium of the Army Pay Corps. 
It is simply impossible that a society dependent in its 
organization upon the volunteer services of benevolent 
Army women should undertake the work required 
to make the plan of Colonel Larned effective. The 
Colonel will, no doubt, promptly act upon the suggestion 
that he test his scheme at his home post of West Point, 
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which is of all posts in the Army the one where it is most 
likely to succeed. Its success there will stimulate other 
posts to follow the illustrious example of West Point. 

We should be sorry, however, to see the Army. Relief 
Society made a machine organization under. the control 
of hired employees having no sympathy with its work. 
As it is now, its bounty is twice blessed, for it blesseth 
him that giveth and him that doth receive. It brings 
home to the Army also the blessed assurance that there 
is sentiment as well as duty in Army service. ‘That the 
funds of the Society should be increased, and its much- 
needed work enlarged, there can be no question, and Colo- 
nel Larned is right in urging that contributions should 
be kept as much as possible within the Army. But we 
hope that no one will withhold his contribution while 
waiting for Colonel Larned to demonstrate at West Point 
the feasibility of his plan of raising money. It is equally 
applicable to every post in the Army, and we hope that 
no one of them will wait for the others, and we are quite 
sure that Colonel Larned will not expect them to wait 
through courtesy to him as having the right of way be- 
cause he suggests the plan. 


The sensational publication in a New York paper of 
a report that the Battleship Fleet was practically 
wrecked by the cruise around the world, caused some 
stir in administration circles this week, mainly because 
of the wildness of the statements made. Secretary 
Meyer states that the amount of repairs required on 
the battleships was far less than was to have been ex- 
pected. He also denies the absurd statements pub- 
lished in foreign newspapers that the cruise cost the 
United States Government from $25,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000, for careful accounts show that the entire cost 
of the cruise over and above the necessary and un- 
avoidable expense of maintaining the ships on their 
home station was but $1,500,000. The changes which 
the ships are now undergoing are not in the way of re- 
pairs of wreckage incurred during the cruise, but are 
changes regarded as necessary to bring the ships to a 
fighting condition in advance of any standard of effic- 
iency known. The top hamper is not being removed to 
lighten the ship and so raise the armor belt, as the sen- 
sational report had it. Computations are now under 
way to determine just how much the armor belt will be 
raised by the changes that are being made. It is ex- 
pected that the difference will be practically negligible 
and at most will hardly be more than a quarter of an 
inch. The fire-control installation was a work begun 
before the fleet sailed, and one that was kept up during 
the entire cruise. The Fleet went through two target 
practices during the cruise, and the reports made by 
various boards on the fire control system called for 
numerous changes, all directed toward the betterment 
of the ships and for the increase of battle efficiency. 
The ships will look very different when they come out 
of the yards on June 15, but the changes will not have 
been made because the cruise around the world 
“wrecked” them. 








There has been for some time a good deal of discus- 
sion on the subject of bettering the condition and facili- 
ties of the canteen on board ships of the United States 
Navy, and now it seems not unlikely that something 
practical may be accomplished in the near future. At 
present the whole matter is in a tentative and nebulous 
shape, but the project is slowly emerging in definite 
form. The idea is for the government to buy out the 
present canteen stocks and place them on a firm and 
businesslike basis. Hitherto the canteen has been run 
on very much the same plan as a company fund in the 
Army. It is now the idea to make the canteens like 
the post exchanges. The aim would be to increase the 
variety and worth of stocks and to provide for applica- 
tion of profits to the amusement of the men, as is now 
the intention with the present management of the can- 
teen. Pay officers of ships would be authorized to buy 
where they could to advantage, and to manage the ex- 
change to the best of their ability, so that the greatest 
good might be secured to the crew. Some opposition 
has manifested itself to the new plan, but it appears 
to come mainly from firms that have been supplying 
goods for canteen consumption. It is not easy to see 
why there should be this opposition, as there would be 
the same opportunity to sell for the ships’ markets 
whether the canteen were to be continued as it is or 
the new plan set in operation.

The rooms to be used for the Brownsville court have 
been put in order and the members of the court have this 
week taken possession of them. One of the first things 
to be decided is whether the proceedings shall be with 
open doors or not. The court is strictly a court of in- 
quiry and under the practice of military courts usually 
such courts are not open to the public. In the present 
case, however, the question involved is of such a public 
character and the issues are so distinctly in the nature of 
constitutional rights, to say nothing of the view taken 
by many that a race of people is on trial, that it is ex- 
pected that the court will keep the doors open. This 
action is the more likely also from the fact that the Seu- 
ate Military Committee in its long and exhaustive trial 
of the case conducted its proceedings with open doors.

The report for 1908 of Branch No. 1 of the Army Re- 
lief Society of New York shows a record of prosperity. 
The garden party held at Governors Island on May 27. 
1908, netted the sum of $2,954.19. “Too much cannot be 
said,” says the report of the President, “of the zeal 
and ability shown by the ladies at Governors Island in 
their united effort to make the garden party a beautiful 
féte, a labor of love in which they were inspired by the 
generous co-operation of Major Gen. and Mrs. Frederick 
I). Grant. Admiral Goodrich, commandant of the Brook- 
lvn Navy Yard, kindly assisted in making the island 
gay with flags. Every one present seemed delighted with 
the beauty of the occasion. At the annual meeting of 
the branch we had the satisfaction of receiving a check 
of $2,000, afterward increased by the sum of $85, making 
$2,085, being the residue of the so-called Grafton Fund, 
which was a fund contributed by officers and enlisted 
men for the purpose of obtaining from the Supreme 
Court of the United States a decision in the case of a 
soldier named Grafton. As the amount contributed to 
that fund had been in excess of requirement, the ARMY 
AND Navy JourNnat, which was trustee of the fund, de- 
cided to transfer to our society the balance left in its 
hands, after all expenses of the case had been paid. 
We had also the pleasure of receiving from General Grant 
$100, which makes him a life member of the Army Re- 
lief Society. Including the Grafton Fund our total 
receipts were $6,290.74 for the year. At the annual 
meeting of the branch on March 9, 1909, the nominating 
committee presented the following candidates for the 
election of 1909 and they were duly elected: President, 
Mrs. Guy Howard; first vice-president, Mrs. Bischoff ; 
treasurer, Mrs. F. B. Jones; secretary, Mrs. James 
Patten.” 

At the annual meeting of the Army Relief Society -held 
on April 28 at the house of the Hon. John Bigelow, in 
New York city, Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., of the 
U.S. Military Academy. addressed the members, and sug- 
gested as a substitute for the plan of raising money by 
occasional efforts, such as teas and entertainments, that 
the funds should be furnished by the Army men them- 
selves. “If,” said Colonel Larned, “every second lieuten- 
ant contributes 10 cents per month, first lieutenant 15, 
captain 20, and so on up to the lieutenant general, this, 
together with 2 cents a month from each private soldier, 
2 eents from each corporal and 5 from each sergeant, the 
yearly fund will amount to $31,863.” 

Women who heard the address applauded the sentiment, 
hut could not fully indorse the plan. As a compro- 
mise it was suggested that Colonel Larned inaugurate 
such a move at West Point and report on its progress and 
feasibility. 

Chaplain Edmund Banks Smith, of Governors Island, 
congratulated the Society on the work it was doing and 
said that there were several men now officers in the Army 
who had been educated by the Society and who except 
for the Society’s efforts might probably never have been 
in the Army at all. Twenty-two boys and girls are now 
heing educated by the Society or through the Society's 
efforts.

YENERAL GRANT’S BIRTHDAY. 


The birthday of Gen. U. S. Grant was celebrated by 
various organizations throughout the country, among the 
celebrations being the following: *— 

President T'aft was the principal speaker at the Grant 
birthday dinner of the Union League of Philadelphia, 
Pa., April 27, and paid a striking tribute to the soldier- 
President. Mr. Taft expressed anew his admiration for 
General Grant as a man, as a soldier and as Chief Ex- 
ecutive. Other speakers included Gen. Horace Porter, 
who in the course of his remarks said: “I would go back 
some years in history, to the administration of General 
Grant. I remember when, as President, he was search- 
ing for a sound adviser, a Cabinet officer, he wisely chose 
a statesman from the state of Ohio and made him his Sec- 
retary of War, his Attorney General, and afterward 
that same man went to two high courts of Europe. That 
man was Alfonso Taft, of Ohio. I am sure if he were 
alive now and saw his son holding even a higher office 
than the offices he held he would not be inclined to make 
the same complaint that was once made to General Grant. 
An old sailor came to see him. General Grant admitte 
him, the sailor shifted his quid of tobacco from one cheek 
to the other and explained he had a complaint to make. 
He was the oldest boatswain in the Service, fought under 
Farragut, and now a son of his had graduated from An- 
napolis, been made a lieutenant on the same ship—and 
now he was expected to take orders from his son. He 
said, ‘I am not going to take orders from that youngster. 
Why, I often laid him over my knees and spanked him!’ 
Said President Grant: ‘I do not see that you have any 
cause for complaint. Now, I know a gentleman who was 
appointed postmaster at Covington, Ky., and for several 
years he has been takiug orders constantly from his son 
without one word of complaint. That son is the Presi- 
dent of the United States.’ The old man went away con- 
tented. General Grant seemed to possess all the great 
requisites necessary in a successful soldier. He was 
original and was ingenious. He was calm amidst excite- 
ment, patient under trial, never unduly elated by victory, 
or depressed by defeat. He depended for his success 
upon his powers ot invention rather than of adaptation, 
and the fact that different biographers have compared 
him at times to al] the great soldiers in history is about 
the surest proof that he is like none of them.” 

The Hamilton Club, of Brooklyn, N.Y., gave a dinner 
in honor of its Army and Navy members on Grant’s 
birthday, April 27. The Services were well represented ; 
the Army by Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Cols. H. O. S. 
Heistand, Ff. B. Babbitt, B. Dunn, Majors W. L. Kenly, 
J. T. Crabbs and H. C. Schumm; Capts. B. M. Koehler 
and A. R. Piper; the Navy by Rear Admiral C. F. Good- 
rich, Capt J. B. Murdock, Naval Constr. W. S. Baxter 
and the Marine Corps by Col. W. P. Biddle. 

The birthday anniversary of Gen. U. S. Grant was cele- 
brated on April 27 by the Union League Club and the U. 
S. Grant Post, G.A.R., of Brooklyn, N.Y., by a banquet 
at the clubhouse of the former. Among the speakers was 
Col. Edgar S. Dudley, U.S.A., whose subject was “Grant’s 
Alma Mater—-West Point.”” Among the diners were Gen. 
J. B. Hickey, Major F. H. E. Ebstein, Major C. M. 
Truitt, U.S.A., and Capt. Chasmer, U.S.N. 

Special services were held in memory of General Grant 
in Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, Chicago, Ill., April 
26, and were attended by members of the U.S. Grant 
Post, G.A.R., who at the close of the services waited 
to shake hands with Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U. 
$.A., son of the commander they had served under during 
the Civil War. The principal address was made by Mr. 
Calhoun. He paid a glowing tribute to the memory of 
General Grant, following his war career from the time 
he made a number of unsuccessful efforts to get a com- 
mand in the beginning of the war, up to the time of the 
surrender of Lee and the close of the rebellion. The 
Rev. Abel M. White, pastor of the church, said that Gen- 
eral Grant was the greatest military genius of the cen- 
tury and a God-fearing man and that it was appropriate 
and fitting that memorial services for him should be at- 
tended hy the veterans who had followed him through the 
war.

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ADDRESS BY COLONEL HEISTAND. 


We take the following extracts from an address of Col. 
II. O. S. Heistand, U.S.A., at the annual dinner given by 
the Hamilton Club, Brooklyn, N.Y., to the Army and 
Navy on April 27, 1909: 

“There are those who believe that navies and armies 
are relics of barbarism and that they have no place in 
modern civilization. ‘They seem to believe that all diffi- 
culties arising between nations ought to be adjusted by 
arbitration without resort to arms. I agree with them 
as to arbitration, but to make arbitration effective it must 
be supperted by force. A board of arbitration is nothing 
more than an international court with jurisdiction extend- 
ing over the territory and over the peoples of the nations 
signatory to its creation. Its decisions are no more than 
court judgments, and like all other court judgments be- 
come effective only by reason of the force of the govern- 
ment or governments which are behind them. 

“All governments require force to preserve internal 
peace and insure the tranquillity necessary to social order 
and commercial progress. I doubt if any government 
would consent to a limit being placed upon the extent of 
the force it sees fit to maintain for that or any other 
purpose: for that reason alone I doubt the possibility of 
any limitation of armament except the limit fixed by 
financial resources. Those who see in arbitration alone 
a substitute for war are theorists who neglect the exist- 
ence of conditions. To make arbitration effective it must 
be accompanied by adequate armament. 

“I admit that the military rivalry between nations has 
carried them well-nigh, if not beyond, a limit of taxation 
that eannot long be borne. Unless conditions be changed 
it will continue until governments become bankrupt an‘ 
their population beggared. 

“It can be reduced only by agreement between the 
great nations of the earth that they will create a court of 
arbitration and submit to it all of their differences and 
once its decision is rendered that all of the other signatory 
parties will unite their forces to compel the one to ac- 
cept and abide by that decision. Such a_ convention 
would leave every country free to build navies, to arm 
and equip armies to any extent desired, for no country 
is strong enough to withstand the combined power of sev- 
eral. The practical result would be a reduction of armies 
to the requirements of internal peace in each country and 
universal peace between countries. But the first step 
is to get the treaty. and it recalls to my mind the recipe 
of Uncle Remus for rabbit pie: ‘Fust you catch a nice 
fat rabbit.’”

He was also a member of 
the 1907 Army team, and that year he won the inter- 
collegiate individual honors with a clean score, a feat 
which up to that time had been accomplished only by 
Honeycutt, 04. The early graduation of the class of 
1908 deprived him of an opportunity to represent the 
Army team in the championship competition of that year, 
hut he was a member of the teams competing for the 
Army in the Team Junior Championship, under the 
auspices of the French Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, and in the Manrique Trophy competition, both of 
which were won by the Army against fields that were 
made up of the best teams in the East. In these com- 
petitions he did not lose a single bout. He was made a 
member of the officers’ team which competed and was de- 
feated by one point, for the senior team championship 
the day after graduation. J ah 

After graduation he was detailed to assist in the de- 
velopment of the Army team for the inter-collegiate com- 
petition, and his duties were confined to fencing with 
cadets in order to give them the benefit of his experi- 
ence in competition fencing. After the close of the 
fencing season he returned to his regiment in Cuba, re- 
turning again this year on a similar detail. | He entered 
the junior individual championship competition this year 
and won second place, being defeated by a scratch by Mr. 
Curran of the Fencers’ Club. The national champion. 





ships gave Dickinson an opportunity to even scores with 
this gentleman by defeating him. ‘The second and third 
places in this competition went to Mr. Breed and Mr. 
Curran, both of the Fencers’ Club. 

With the exception of Honeycutt, ’04, who has a style 
peculiar to himself, Lieutenant Dickinson has no equal as 
a fencer in the Service, and but few out of it. As both 
of these gentlemen are products of the Academy, neither 
having fenced before entering the Academy, an additionai 
laurel is added to those already won by the Academy’s 
representatives by Lieutenant Dickinson’s latest and 
greatest achievement, which entitles him to the con- 
gratulations of the Service.

AN UNSUNG HERO OF SHILOH. 

Brig. Gen. Charles Morton, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Missouri, who recently returned to head- 
quarters at Omaha, Neb., after attending a reunion of the 
survivors on the battlefield of Shiloh, most emphatically 
denies that the Union forces were surprised at that bat- 
tle, and asserts that the Army was saved from utter de- 
feat by Colonel Peabody, of the 25th Missouri, whom he 
calls one of the unsung heroes of the Civil War. From 
an Omaha paper to which he gave his views on the 
battle, we find that he does not place a very high estimate 
on the ability of our general officers of that day. General 
Morton, who served at Shiloh as a private in the 25th Mis- 
scuri Regiment, which held the right of the first brigade 
of the Sixth Division, commanded by General Prentiss, 
after careful study of the battlefield, coupled with his 
recollections of the battle, concludes that the Federals 
were not surprised by the Confederates. He asks: “Why 
was our cavalry not screening our camp and even feeling 
the enemy in his own? Simply ignorance. We had no 
generals but in rank and authority. I say this not in 
disparagement of any who were there, but as a fact. 
When they learned their business in the school for gen- 
crals—the great practical school of war—many of them 
won a place among the very greatest generals the world 
has ever produced. The Grant and Sherman of 1864 
would have relieved for utter inefficiency generals of no 
more skill than the Grant and Sherman at Shiloh.” 

General Morton should not forget that before Shiloh 
Grant had been general enough to utter, what Ingersoll 
has ealled the “nation’s first and last demand, uncondi- 
tional surrender—the first, real declaration of real war.” 
At Donelson Grant’s reply to the Confederate commander 
had all the ring of true generalship: ‘Unconditional 
surrender. I propose to move immediately upon your 
works.” This laconic summons probably had much to 
do with the confidence which the people later showed in 
Grant. 

Colonel Peabody commanded the 25th Missouri and at 
retreat of the day before the battle, Captain Donnelly 
brought word that the enemy was marching on the camp 
and was only fourteen miles away. He was so certain 
there would be an immediate battle that he had the com- 
pany inspected. The whole regiment, General Morton 
says, expected a battle, and some cf the officers sat up all 
night; among them, Colonel Peabody, who communicated 
with General Prentiss and suggested that preparations 
should be made for an energetic defense. During the 
night Colonel Peabody had the two reliefs of the brigade 
guard not on guard to patrol the front, under Major 
Powell, officer of the day. This developed a force, be- 
lieved to be the enemy’s picket, and Colonel Peabody 
promptly sent forward three companies that drove in the 
Confederate pickets. Then a part of the 25th Missouri 
was sent to reinforce Major Powell, and in the engage- 
ment that ensued Colonel Moore lost a leg. At daybreak 
the wounded were being brought into camp and the com- 
panies were formed in their streets, prepared for battle. 
No orders coming from division headquarters, Colonel 
Peabody ordered the “long roll” beaten and the regiment 
formed in line. ‘The alarm was taken up by regiment 
after regiment, and it spread through the Army. Soon 
Jeneral Prentiss came riding up and stopping in front 
of Colonel Peabody said, with every evidence of heat, 
“Colonel Peabody, I will hold you personally responsible 
for bringing on this engagement.” The Colonel, with 
severe dignity, replied in a clear, strong voice, “General 
Irentiss, I am personally responsible for all my official 
acts.” General Morton’s brother, Marcus, later a_captain 
in the 43d Missouri, was orderly for Colonel Peabody 
and heard these words, as did many others. 

To Colonel Peabody General Morton ascribes the sal- 
vation of the Union army at Shiloh. But for his vigi- 
lance during the night and his repeated efforts to hold 
back the Confederates before daybreak, the Federals 
would have been utterly surprised and defeated. After 
a long effort to hold the Confederate line in check, the 
Missouri regiment fell back, and’ presently they saw Colo- 
nel Peabody, with a look of mortified pride, but great 
determination on his handsome face, in a storm of bullets, 
point to the words in golden letters on the regiment's 
flag, as he cried: “Lexington, men, Lexington. Remem- 
ber, Lexington.” Soon after they saw his riderless horse 
dash past and they knew the Colonel had fallen. Then 
General Morton says: ks 

“His body was sent to Springfield, Mass. In the ceme- 
tery there, a monument draped with his country’s flag, 
bearing the words, ‘Lexington, Shiloh, 25th Mo. Vol. Inf.,’ 
all cut in marble, marks his grave—the grave of the hero 
of Shiloh—the man whose devotion cost him his life, whose 
vigilance, energy and bravery saved the Army from utter 
surprise and defeat, and the Union cause from all the far- 
reaching consequences. Probably no man in our entire 
history rendered his country at one time more valuable 
services, and yet outside the few survivors of the regi- 
ment, his name is hardly known, and is unhonored and 
unsung.”

FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION. 

While Representative Tawney, Chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, favors the restoration of the 
provision of $25,000 a year for the President’s traveling 
expenses, Representative Dwight has offered a bill which 
provides for a special government-owned Presidential 
train, consisting of a baggage-car, a sleeping-car and a 
private car, for the exclusive use of the President. The 
bill would place $60,000 a year at the disposal of the 
Secretary of War for the upkeep and hauling of this

Letters having been received concerning the wearing 
of the campaign badges or ribbons on the white uniform, 
the writers were informed that whenever, under present 
regulations and orders, the white uniform is worn, the 
campaign bars with ribbon will be worn as prescribed for 
the cotton service uniform in paragraph 6, Uniform Regu- 
lations, General Orders 169, War Department, 1907. 

Information as to the privilege of purchase by private 
of Marine Corps of a campaign badge for service in the 
Infantry and to replace one lost by him, was requested. 
Concurring with the Quartermaster General, it is held 
that a campaign badge is a part of the uniform of the 
Army, and an individual not serving therein is no more 
entitled to purchase same than he would be entitled to 
purchase any other article of clothing or equipment. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Blakely has heen ordered placed in commission at 
the navy yard, New York. When commissioned and 
ready for sea the vessel will be sent to Charleston, S.C., 
for duty with the Torpedo Flotilla about to be organized 
at that place. 

The U.S.S. Albany has been detached from duty as par- 
ent ship to the Pacific Torpedo Flotilla and her place 
taken by the Yorktown. ‘ 

The U.S.S. Ranger was turned over to the state of 
Massachusetts on April 26 at the navy yard, Boston, 
Pog replacing the Enterprise as state nautical school- 
ship. 

Capt. C. E. Vreeland, U.S.N., who has been in com- 
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mand of the Kansas, has been ordered to duty in Wash- 
ington as chief intelligence officer and as a member of 
the General Board of the Navy Department. He will 
succeed Rear Admiral Raymond P. Rodgers, who is to 
relieve Rear Admiral John P. Merrill as president of the 
Naval War College, at Newport. 

The commandant, navy yard, Boston, Mass., has been 
directed to place the U.S.S. New York in commission on 
May 15 

The commandant, navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., has 
been directed to place the U.S.S. Vicksburg in commis- 
sion. When commissioned and ready for sea the vessel 
will proceed to the Atlantic coast of the United States, 
via the Straits of Magellan. 

A small blaze beneath the hull of the Florida, under 
construction at the navy yard, New York, on April 27, 
probably started from a hot rivet dropped by a workman, 
was discovered by a watchman early in the morning, and 
was promptly put out by sailors and marines. 

The Navy Department is advised of the death of Floyd 
Columbus Townsend, ordinary seaman, from smallpox, 
at Shanghai. Townsend was a member of the crew of 
the Helena. The records of the Navy Department give 
his next of kin as his mother, Mrs. Lillie P. Townsend, 
Prairie street, Dallas, Texas. 

The tug Patuxent has been ordered placed in commis- 
sion at the Norfolk yard. When commissioned and ready 
for sea the vessel will be sent to Provincetown, Mass., 
for special duty. 

The cruiser Ranger has been turned over to the Naval 
Reserve of Massachusetts at the Boston Navy Yard, to 
take the place of the old nautical schoolship Enterprise. 

A despatch from Tacoma reports that the U.S.S. 
Zafiro, collier in Admiral Dewey’s fleet at the battle of 
Manila Bay, has been ordered sold for junk. 

John Wickham and Charles E. Wiese, machinists 
from the naval gun factory, have been sent to the New 
York Navy Yard to look over the guns of the Connecti- 
eut. Mr. J. F. Seibert, machinist naval gun factory, 
has been appointeed subinspector of ordnance at_ the 
works of the Platt Engineering Company, Dayton, Ohio, 
in place of A. H. Kersting, resigned. 

While a test was being made in Peconic Bay, near 
Sag Harbor, N.Y., April 29, with a dirigible torpedo 
fired from the boat BE. W. Bliss, at the experiment sta- 
tion of the Bliss Manufacturing Company, the torpedo 
ran wild and turning in its tracks headed back toward 
the craft on which were the men who had fired it. 
Luckily, a coal barge lay between the torpedo and the 
E. W. Bliss, and it struck the barge, tearing a big hole 
in its side and putting it out of commission. Lieut. 
Julius F. Hellweg, U.S.N., on duty as inspector at the 
works of E. W. Bliss Company, was present, and also 
Frank W. Leavitt, inventor of the torpedo. 

The U.S.S8. Nashville was turned over on April 29 at 
the Boston yard to the Illinois naval militia. She will 
be taken by way of St. Lawrence and the Great Lakes to 
Chicago. 





LETTER FROM BUILDER OF THE CHESTER. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As in the editorial in your issue of the 17th instant, 
under the caption, “New Scout Trials Necessary,” you 
have done me the honor to refer to my letter in the New 
York Sun of the 10th instant, I have to ask that you 
allow me to suggest a correction in the editorial referred 
to and to permit me a few comments thereon. Your edi- 
torial states that “A very interesting feature of the full 
speed trials was that the Parsons turbine had the services 
of Mr. Parsons, the inventor, who made a special visit 
to this country for the purpose of giving his assistance. 
The Curtis turbine also had the assistance of its inventor, 
while the reciprocating engine was without friends to 
back it.” 

The first sentence of this statement is entirely in error. 
Mr. Parsons’s visit to this country, as I happen to know, 
was on an entirely different business, and that his visit 
occurred at the time of these trials is accidental. As a 
matter of fact, and I speak from full knowledge of the 
matter, no assistance whatever was furnished the Chester 
by Mr. Parsons, by anyone representing him, by the con- 
tractors, or anyone representing them, not only during 
these trials, but at any time since the vessel was com- 
missioned a year ago, since which time she has steamed 
25,000 miles and undergone several severe trials. The 
Tarsons turbines do not need the assistance of the in- 
yentor to perform satisfactorily, and I believe it injustice 
that full credit should not be given for their successful 
management to the able engineer officers of the Chester, 
Lieutenant Yates, and his very capable and efficient divi- 
sion. The only instance where a civilian was present on 
the Chester since her contractors’ trial was on her final 
acceptance trial in October, 1908, when the contractors’ 
superintending engineer was present, in accordance with 
the specific provision of the contract (which provision 
obtains in all contracts for vessels for the United States 
Navy), which allows a representative of the contractors 
to be present during the final acceptance trial, as by this 
trial the final responsibility of the contractor is deter- 
mined. A the 

While your editorial expresses regret that the Birming- 
ham did not finish the race, I respectfully state my be- 
lief in the utter impossibility of her maintaining 24 knots 
for 24 hours. I further believe that if the truth were 
known, her falling out of the race was due to the diffi- 
eulties engineers of experience would expect as bound 
to occur when reciprocating engines of naval type are 
driven at their highest speed for over four hours, the only 
question being what will happen first. I consider it to the 
credit of the engineer division of the Birmingham that 
she lasted twelve hours in the race. ; 

I fully agree with Lieutenant Murfin, U.S.N., engineer 
officer of the Salem, in his letter in your issye of the 24th 
instant in his defense of the turbine as against the recipro- 
eating engine, except.as to the type of turbine. 

It has never been done, and I believe it impossible for 
any vessel of our Navy equipped with reciprocating en- 
gines. to make her contract speed for twenty-four hours. 
The Chester has not only done this, but exceeded her con- 
tract speed by over a knot, with regular watches on duty, 
no assistance. outside of the engineers’ division, and made 
her hest speed the last two hours of the twenty-four. She 
could have undoubtedly kept up this speed as long as her 
coal held out, and could have made even faster time had 
she been forced. Having had many years’ experience in 
building fast vessels, and having been_on many trials, 
with both reciprocating engines and Parsons turbines, 
from torpedoboats to battleships, I am convinced that the 
turbine is greatly superior in all respects to the recipro- 
eating engine, except in economy at low speeds. The 


Parsons turbines are more reliable, use practically no oil, 
have only two bearings, whose only duty is to support 
balanced revolving weights, as against numberless bear- 


ings in the reciprocating engine with varying stresses and 
pressures. They are practically without vibration, re- 
quire far less engine room force and far less repairs, can 
run indefinitely without wear or adjustment, can stand 
any amount of forcing, are much lighter than reciprocat- 
ing engines of navy type and far lighter than recipro- 
eating engines of the rugged design necessary for contin- 
ued high speed. One who has been shipmate with Par- 
sons turbines has no desire to return to reciprocating 
engines. 

I believe for our Navy to return to reciprocating en- 
gines for naval ships would be to take a decided step 
backward, and I cannot believe such a step would be seri- 
ously considered.

If the boilers of the Salem were capable of burning 
38,502 pounds of coal per hour, why not those of the 
Birmingham? As the Birmingham made 24.325 knots on 
the four-hours’ trial while burning but 29,004 pounds of 
coal, she must have had a large reserve of steam, so that 
the men in her fireroom would have much less work than 
those of the Salem to accomplish the same result. If the 
Birmingham’s engines after the four-hours’ run were in 
good condition, it seems reasonable to assume that she 
could have maintained the same speed for a longer period,' 
and as the boilers are fully capable of supplying the neces- 
sary amount of steam, there should be no question of 
maintaining it for twenty-four hours. The possibilities of 
speed with reciprocating engines are indicated by the fact 
that a torpedo destroyer for the Greek navy is reported 
in the Journal American Society Naval Engineers for 
May, 1908, to have made 32.535 knots on her trial, the 
contract calling for 31 knots. Brassey gives the trial 
speed of the British scouts as follows: Adventure, 25.42 
knots; Attentive, 25.88; Foresight, 25.12; Forward, 
25.15. ‘The German ships averaged 24 1-4 knots in one 
day’s run and 23 1-2 knots on the voyage, as reported in 
Engineering Jan. 2, 1908. The tonnage of the British 
scouts is from 2,650 to 3,000. It is well to note that the 
Birmingham’s four-hours’ run was made with coal from 
the run-of-mine or under conditions similar to those in 
active service, while the coal of the Salem was, as we un- 
derstand, hand-picked. 

A despatch from Boston, April 28, says: “An ex- 
amination showed that the cause of the scout cruiser Sa- 
lem’s lack of speed in her recent test was damage to the 
starboard turbine. When the casing of the turbine was 
removed at Quincy it was found that the first row of 
buckets in the fifth stage had been battered down and en- 
tirely closed to the direct passage of steam. The turbine 
in the Salem consists of twenty-four circular rows of 
buckets revolving as part of a rotor which turns the pro- 
peller shaft. These rows of buckets are arranged in 
groups for each stage of the expansion of steam which 
passes through the engine. The trouble in the first row 
of buckets of the fifth stage was apparently caused either 
by a piece of metal projecting from a steam nozzle on the 
forward side against which the revolving blades banged. 
or by a loose piece of metal which was rolled around in 
the space between the buckets and the nozzle. The rotor 
will be lifted clear and the lower part will be examined. 
This may show the exact cause, which cannot be deter- 
mined by merely inspecting the upper part of the engine 
now exposed to view. The damaged row of blades had 
been closed to the passage of steam until the edge of each 
blade was hammered against the top of the blade next to 
| ed 


The difference between the two turbines of the Salem 
was observed as far back as November last, and was not 
the result of the twenty-four hours’ full speed run. We 
are informed that after the completion of her trial runs the 
Salem was ready to go to Liberia, but was held at the 
request of her builder. The day the Chester and Bir- 
mingham sailed the Salem made a full speed run for more 
than two hours and a run at twenty knots for more than 
five hours. 

The London Engineer of April 16 devotes an article to 
the subject of the abnormal pitting of the blades, which 
has been noticed in turbine driven propellers, is en- 
tirely unknown in reciprocating engined vessels of the 
British navy, and has hardly occurred anywhere except 
in the more recent turbine destroyers, in which very high 
blade pressures are found. “So widely and so seriously 
has this action been found at work on high-speed propel- 
lers,” reports our contemporary, “that considerable anxiety 
is displayed as to the cause, but no adequate solution is 
yet forthcoming.” It has been observed in water turbine 
plants, but is new te marine engineers. The action is at 
the root of the driving face of the blade. This pitting, 
we are told, enormously augments the blade friction, the 
resulting loss of power being already 15 and 20 per cent. 
“The equivalent stress at the root of the blades, due to 
bending and to centrifugal action in the design, under nor- 
mal conditions, is nearly 10,000 lbs. per square inch, and 
the pitting seriously affects the particular section of the 
blade at which the moment of inertia for the calculation 
of strength is taken.”

The flagship West Virginia, with Rear Admiral William T.

Had they been willing to surrender their 
arms and ammunition they would have been allowed to go 
free, but rather than furnish the enemy with weapons to be 
used agaiNst their comrades, they chose an honorable death. 
Outnumbered, twenty-five to one, they attempted to cut their 
way through but in a few moments the gallant Sergeant and 
two of his comrades were dead, two badly wounded and the 
rest scattered, only one making his escape.

SQUADRON C, N.Y.—MAJOR C. I. DE BEVOISE. 

Squadron C, of the New York National Guard, Major C. I. 
De Bevoise, gave a splendid review and exhibition in its 
armory on the night of April 21, and it was one of the most 
interesting events of its kind yet seen in an armory here- 
abouts at least, and the large and fashionable audience was 
delighted. In order to accommodate the numerous friends of 
the squadron the exhibition was also given on April 22, but 
without the review. There was a squadron drill, music ride, 
rough riding, mounted work with the saber and pistol, and a 
scene from the Wild West, all of which served to show the 
ability of Squadron C to the greatest advantage, especially 
as it has a riding ring 210 by 310 feet, and is therefore not 
hampered for lack of space. 

The review on April 21, which was the first event on the 
program, was taken by Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A. 
The General was accompanied by Capts. George T. Langhorne 
and Halstead Dorey, U.S.A. Prior to the review the General 
and his staff were entertained by Major Charles I. De Bevoise 
and the other officers of the squadron at dinner in the Union 
League Club. Mrs. Leonard Wood, Mrs. Langhorne and Miss 
Greble, of Governors Island, were entertained by Mrs. De 
Bevoise. 

After the review by General Wood the events followed in 
this order: Squadron drill, under Major De Bevoise, finely 
executed; music ride, by Troop 5, under Capt. J. Crook Mc- 
Leer, the troopers at its conclusion side-stepping their horses 
out of the ring; rough riding, under the supervision of Major 
De Bevoise; an exhibition of high-school riding, by Pvt. James 
Harbison, and mounted work with saber and pistol, by 
Troop 5, under Capt. Paul Grout. Galloping in single file the 
men shot at and invariably hit a number of toy balloons 
thrown out at one end of the arena, and, before arriving at 
the other end, they had to return pistols to their holsters, 
draw sabers and cut at the head of an effigy of a man. The 
cuts were made while taking the hurdle. 

Too much praise cannot be given for all the exhibitions, and 
the enthusiastic audience gave the most liberal applause: 
Then employees soon transformed one end of the riding 
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ving ‘into a prairie, with mountains in the background 
and a gulch in the middle-distance, for the Wild West scene. 
A synopsis of this stirring scene was as follows: A troop of 
cavalry, in command of Capt. Edward McLeer, on the lookout 
for bad Indians, encamps for the night. Camp is hardly 
established when a courier arrives with important despatches 
and the troop moves on. Enter circle bar outfit on its way 
to the Spring Round-Up. The cowboys, under Lieut. W. 
Bryant, stop for the night, and while preparing for supper 
twe Indians approach and beg for something to eat. Permis- 
sion is given them to remain near the fire. A sheriff's posse, 
in command of Sheriff Cornelius De Bevoise, brother of the 
Major, is seen passing in the distance. The members are 
hailed and invited to supper. The invitation is accepted, but 
before enjoying the meal a friendly competition in races, feats 
of horsemanship and cowboy sports is proposed. They had 
a handsome-looking girl with them, with hair that streamed 
down over her shoulders. She was arrayed in the typical 
cowboy girl dress, and she was none other than Sergt. Thomas 
Alvord. Little Tommy made a perfect lady. Lieutenant 
Bryant and she tried their ponies against one another, but 
the Lieutenant gallantly let the lady win. The games are 
over and the sheriff and his men take their departure. The 
cowboys prepare for sleep. During the early morning hours 
the two Indians succeed in getting away with two horses. 
The alarm is given and the Indians are pursued. The pur- 
suing cowboys return, chased by a band of Indians and the 
attack is on. The fight rages and it seems to be going against 
the cowboys when the troop of cavalry puts in an appearance 
and the Indians are defeated. 





t . 7TH N.Y.—COL. DANIEL APPLETON. 


A review of the 7th N.Y. by Col. Thomas Dimond, presi- 
dent of the 7th Regiment Veteran Association, and a parade 
in honor of the expert riflemen of the regiment, was held in 
the armory on the night of April 26. It was a fitting close to 
the indoor drill season, and the regiment made a splendid 
showing before the enthusiastic audience. As a mark of 
appreciation felt by the officers and members of the 7th for 
the veteran organization which, as Colonel Appleton says, has 
been to the active command on so many occasions a source 
of strength and inspiration, a large part of the armory was 
reserved for the veterans, who fully appreciated the courtesy 
and were present in large numbers. 

It would be hard to find a more loyal and enthusiastic 
soldier than a 7th Regiment veteran, and he is never back- 
ward in showing his love for his old command. There were 
some veterans present who had marched with the regiment to 
the defense of Washington at the outbreak of the Rebelljon in 
1861, and who had joined its ranks before that date and 
veterans of later years.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Adjt. Gen. H. B. Oilley, of New Hampshire, under date 
of April 14, announces a reorganization of the National 
Guard to conform to the new Militia law. 


The present brigade form of organization is abolished. 
The brigade commander and staff are relieved from duty, and 
on request placed on the retired list. The present field and 
staff of both the Ist and 2d Regiments of Infantry are abol- 





ished, and officers not needed discharged or placed on the 
retired list. Officers of the General Staff Departments, in ex- 
cess of what is required, are discharged or placed on the 
retired list. ‘ 5 

The two regiments of Infantry, previously existing, will 
be disbanded, and in place thereof there is created one new 
regiment of infantry of twelve companies and a band, under 
command of Col. Paul F. Babbidge, and a coast artillery 
corps of four companies, under command of a major, to be 
announced later. 

Major Ross L. Piper, Laconia, is appointed major and com- 
missary, Sub. Dept., vice Roby, retired. The reorganized 
National Guard of the state will be composed of the several 
staff departments provided by law; one company of cavalry; 
one field battery of light artillery; one regiment of infantry 
of twelve companies and band, and one coast artillery corps 
of four companies. 2 : 

Brig. Gen. William Sullivan, the inspector general, in his 
annual report on the inspections made in February last, says 
the inspections were made concurrently with those required 
by the War Department; the latter were made by Capt. 
T. N. Horne, U.S.A., for the Artillery, Capt. F. C. Marshall, 
U.S.A., for the Cavalry, and Capt. C. H. Miller, U.S.A,, for 
all other organizations. In the inspection for the state Gen- 
eral Sullivan was assisted by Major Arthur H. Knowlton, 
inspr. gen., whose work he says was thorough and well per- 
formed. 

Lieut. Col. H. E. Tutherly, U.S.A. (retired), was present. 
at most of the inspections. He represented The Adjutant 
General and had general supervision over all examinations 
prescribed for officers. In connection with these examinations 
he gave short lectures to the officers and was at all times 
ready to explain regulations and customs of the service when 
such information was desired. The inspections were begun 
Feb. 1, and were concluded March 4. In visiting each com- 
pany the books and records were examined, arms, equipments, 
and all other military stores were inspected, the companies 
were viewed at drill in both close and extended order, and 
every man was questioned individually on the care of his 
arms and equipments, his general knowledge of guard duty 
and other subjects upon which he should be _ instructed. 
Where defects were found, instructions were given for their 
correction, 

General Sullivan, of the inspections, says in part: ‘‘In drill 
and instruction I found a noticeable improvement in nearly 
every organizaiion. Particularly was this true in the ex- 
tended order movements and knowledge of guard duty. Dis- 
cipline and military courtesy should receive more attention. 
Instruction has been made systematic through the present 
drill season through General Orders, which prescribed a gen- 
eral and uniform scheme of drill and instruction adapted to 
the different arms of the service. I am satisfied that if 
the courses laid down in these orders are faithfully followed, 
it will be productive of much good in the general instruction 
of the National Guard. I find those companies best in- 
structed where schools for officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers are unable to recite regulations, it is next to impossible 
for them to intelligently instruct or supervise drills. 

“I found many of the rifles with which the troops were 
armed in a condition which indicated improper and insuf- 
ficient care. Many rifles which outwardly appeared in good 
condition were found to be rusty or foul within the bores 
I noted the continuance of a general improvement in rifle and 
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pistol practice in the ist Infantry, Fielé Artiliery and Cav- 
alry. ‘here was a slight falling off in the 2d Infantry. It 
is expected that the entire National Guard of the state will 
be fully equipped for service in the field as required by the 
War Department before the next spring inspections. The 
enlisted strength of a number of companies was below the 
minimum of fifty-eight men required.’’

lowers, Jolo, April and May, 1905; against Datu Ali and his 
sfellowers, Mindanao, October, 1905; against hostile Moros on 
Mount Bud-Dajo, Jolo, March, 1906. G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, 
gives full particulars. 

L. J.—A man in his fourth year of continuous service on 
May 11, 1908, was in his second period, and so remained to 
close of the enlistment in which he was then serving. The 
three-year enJistment which closed in 1904 does not count, 
as he was out over three months before re-enlisting. 

REGIMENTAL Q.M.S.—If you were actually in service in 
the field in the Sioux campaign, November, 1890, to January. 
1891, you are entitled to the Indian badge. Your record 
should show this. Address the A.G.O. for information as to 
this. 

E. C.—If you re-enlist now, nine years out of the Service, 
your former three-year service will be credited and you will 
enter as of the second period, pay $18. You are mistaken 
about the duties of a fireman in the Army. He is a non- 
commissioned officer in the Coast Artillery, and ranks just 
below a corporal. As to extra-duty pay at the work of your 
trade, the recruiting circular will further enlighten you. 

B. B.—yYour application for privilege of purchasing dis- 
charge must be accompanied by a satisfactory reason for 
granting it. Whatever credits you may have with the Gov- 
ernment could be used toward paying price of discharge. See 
G.O. 13, 1909, W.D 

INFANTRYMAN.—Oongress made no appropriation for 
badges for the Army of Cuban Pacification, and it is not yet 
determined whether the suggestion of President Roosevelt 





regarding such a badge will be carried out by this Administra- 
tion. There was no G.O. issued in the matter. 

M. L. 8.—For information regarding examination for sec- 
ond lieutenaney in Philippine Scouts, see G.O. 195, W.D.. 
1908. See answer to ‘‘Soldier,’’ page 941, our issue of 
April 17. The age limit is 21 to 80 years on date of ex- 
amination. 

R. S. E.—If you re-enlist within three months after dis- 
eharge (May 30, 1909), you will receive a bonus of $45. 
Your Volunteer service, 1899 to 1901, is not counted. As to 
A. C. P. badge, see answer to ‘‘Infantryman.’’ 

W. B. asks: In case of man who was sentenced in Decem- 
ber, 1907, to dishonorable discharge and nine months’ con- 
finement at hard labor, and the sentence was commuted to 
three months’ confinement and a forfeiture of $10 a month 
for the same period, does he have to make good time absent? 
Answer: Yes. 

SERGEANT MAJOR.—yYou will probably be appointed 
ordnance sergeant before you become ineligible by reason of 
age. 

J. P. R.—The extra officers’ bill did not pass. Will come 
up again before the present Congress in its winter session. 
Vacancies now existing in the Infantry will probably all be 
filled by the appointment of the graduates from the Military 
\cademy, the eight enlisted men who have passed exami- 
nation and the eight honor men from the star military schools. 

PRIVATE OF INFANTRY.—Having purchased your dis- 
charge at end of two years, you did not serve a full period 
and are not entitled to a service chevron. 

M. I. P.—You served from 1899 to 1902, then left the 
Service for over six years. On re-enlistment in 1909 you are 
rated as of the second period. You are not entitled to a 
Spanish campaign badge for service in the United States in 
1898, nor for service in Cuba 1899 to 1902. What Cavalry 
regiments are due for service in the Philippines in 1910 is not 
yet decided, Existing orders as to re-enlistment stripes require 
service continuously or otherwise. Apply through the chan- 
nel to the A.G. Department for a special ruling in your case. 

JACK.—The assignment of duties in the machine-gun pla- 
toon is at present a matter to be governed by the post com- 
mander. See Sec. 3, G.O. 113, W.D., 1906. Where a post 
has barracks adequate for separate quarters for the machine- 
gun platoon, it is preferred to keep them separate, 

MONTEREY.—After the 20th Infantry leaves other com- 
panies of the 8th Infantry will take station at Monterey. 

L. W. H.—It will be some time before a decision is 
reached as to next regiment to go to Alaska. 

G. W. K.—yYou stand sixth and have good chances of ap- 
pointment as master signal electrician, which, of course, de- 
pends on retirements causing vacancies. 

P. J. F.—The last address we had of Post Q.M. Sersgt. 
Cc. R. was Manila, P.I. 

R. P. W.—Having served one year in the Army, you have 
the privilege of applying for discharge by purchase. Whether 
your request would be granted depends upon the official con- 
sideration of your reasons‘for seeking discharge. 

H. B.—Your service in the Philippines in 1904 not having 
been in the Department of Mindanao, you are not entitled 
to badge. See answer to Hospital Corps. Your friend who 
has been issued one badge for Philippine service will not be 





awarded another for service against Datu Alii as not. more 
than one badge of a kind will be issued to an individual. 

SUBSCRIBER.—The Zouave drill regulations aré out of 
print and no longer obtainable, so the publishers inform ‘us. 

J. W. H.—As you had no continuous service when, you ‘en- 
listed Jan. 20, 1908, you are in your first period. If you, re- 
enlist within ‘three months after Jan. 19, 1911, you will re- 
ceive three months bonus. 

PRIVATE 24th.—Your continuous service from Oct. 11, 
1899, to May 11, 1908, was 8 years 7 months, and you were 
therefore, on the latter date, in your third period and so 
continued until your discharge Nov. 19, 1908. Upon re-en- 
listment Nov. 20, you entered your fourth period,
